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HO SUGGESTED the combination 

of stars and stripes which makes 
Old Glory the most beautiful banner 
in the world? 


Nothing really authentic on this sub- 
ject is known. Various ideas have been 
suggested. Some writers say they were 
taken from George Washington’s coat 
of arms. Others claim that the stripes 
were taken from the thirteen stripes in 
the banner of the Philadelphia Troop 
of Lighthorse. 


But we do know that the first flag 
on which this combination of Stars and 
Stripes appeared was made by Betsy 
Ross, who kept an upholstery shop at 
her little home, No. 239 Arch Street, 
Philadelphia, a place of great interest 
to visitors at the present day. That was 
the birthplace of Old Glory. She was 
assigned the task by a committee of 
Congress said to consist of George 
Washington, Robert Morris and Colon- 
el George Ross, an uncle of Betsy’s 
husband. 


The first time the new flag of the 
United States was flown in battle was 
at Fort Stanwix, renamed Schuyler, 
where Rome, New York now stands. 


The first salute ever given to Old 
Glory by a foreign power was when 
the ship Ranger, commanded by Paul 
Jones, entered a French harbor in 
1778 and received a salute from the 
harbor forts. 


For a period of seventy years before 
the War of the Revolution, the red en- 
sign of Great Britain was the flag gen- 
erally used by the American colonies. 
This was called the Union flag because 
in the upper corner was a red cross of 
St. George representing England and 
a white cross which represented Scot- 
land. 


During the first two years of the Re- 
volutionary War, various kinds of bat- 
tle flags were carried on land and sea. 
Some of the designs were serious, 
others comic.

One of the most peculiar emblems 
used on flags of that period was the 
Rattlesnake. The motto on these Rattle- 
snake flags was, “Don’t Tread on Me.” 


Another favorite device was a pine 
tree, of which several varieties were 
shown. These were frequently used in 
the early part of the Revolution. 


The first flag to show thirteen stripes 
but having, in place of the stars, the 
crosses of St. George and St. Andrew, 
was known as the Great Union flag 
hoisted over the American camp at 
Cambridge in the year 1776. The de- 
sign of this flag came close to being 
the Star Spangled Banner. 


It is peculiar that two trees are close- 
ly associated with the history of our 
flag. First the Pine Tree which, as ex- 
plained, was used on some of the earl- 
ier flags. This device also appeared on 
silver coins of the Massachusetts col- 
ony as early as 1650. 


The second tree, and one far more 
important, was the Liberty Tree. This 
was a grand old elm, which stood in a 
grove on what is now Washington and 
Essex Streets, Boston. The location of 
this tree is at present marked by a 
building on the front of which is a bas- 
relief of the tree with the words “Liber- 
ty Tree.” 

This old tree was the scene of many 
patriotic meetings. November 3, 1773, 
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the citizens of Boston gathered under 
its branches to consider resolutions 
prohibiting the consignees of the car- 
goes of tea which were on board ship 
on their way to Boston, from selling 
the product on American soil, and de- 
manding that it should be promptly re- 
turned to London. The resolution by 
the colonists was ignored, resulting in 
the famous Boston Tea Party, which 
took place December 6, 1773, when 
hundreds of chests of tea were cast in- 
to the bay. 


In 1777, by a resolution of the Con- 
tinental Congress it was provided that 
the flag of the United States be thirteen 
horizontal stripes, alternate red and 
white, and that the union have thirteen 
stars. The resolution provided: “Re- 
solved, That the Flag of the United 
States be thirteen stripes, alternate red 
and white; that the union be thirteen 
stars, white in a blue field represent- 
ing a new constellation.” 


In 1794, after two States had been 
admitted into the Union, Congress 
changed this so that the stripes and 
stars should be fifteen each. 


But as the number of States rapidly 
increased it was found necessary to 
again change this law, and in 1818 a 
resolution was presented to the House 
of Representatives providing that the 
flag be thirteen stripes, that the union 
have twenty stars and that on the ad- 
mission of a new State one star be add- 
ed. This became a law on April 4, 
1818, when the bill was signed by Pres- 
ident Monroe. 


Since that time, whenever a new 
State is admitted the stars in the union 
are slightly rearranged so as to accom- 
modate the one being added. The thir- 
teen stripes will in all probability for- 
ever remain as they are, thus preserv- 
ing the remembrance of those thirteen 
original States upon which the nation 
was founded.

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HOW Dh. HOXSEY 
WINS AND LOSES 
HIS CASES 








R. HARRY M. HOXSEY has been 

constantly in and out of court- 
rooms for 30 years. He has had to 
waste precious time and money, beat- 
ing off the wolves, in order to continue 
relieving pain and saving life by cur- 
ing cancer. Survival under these cir- 
cumstances establishes beyond ques- 
tion, the validity of his position. 


Everything possible has been done 
to throw road blocks in his path. His 
legal costs have reached astronomical 
figures. He and his attorneys are now 
girding for one of the greatest court- 
room battles in our nation’s history. 
The trial is set to start the middle of 
September in federal court at Pitts- 
burgh, Pennsylvania. Observers esti- 
mate that it will cost Dr. Hoxsey in 
the neighborhood of one hundred thou- 
sand dollars. 

The struggle stems from a program 
of harassment and vilification launched 
and managed by George Larrick (Com- 
missioner of the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration, Washington, D.C.) 
against the new Hoxsey Cancer Clinic 
of Portage, Pennsylvania which open- 
ed its doors on March 7, 1955. The 
attack, designed to destroy the insti- 
tution in its infancy, had three prongs. 


(1) A carefully organized smear 
campaign of nation-wide proportions 





through press and radio, focused es- 
pecially upon Pennsylvania, to make 
the Clinic’s leaders appear guilty of 
some crime before the public. 

(2) The illegal seizure of a large 
quantity of medications and literature 
at the Clinic by Food and Drug agents. 


(3) Arrest of Dr. Newton C. Allen, 
chief of staff, on charges which were 
later admitted to be false by the dis- 
trict attorney and dismissed by the 
courts. 

Dr. Hoxsey, Dr. Allen and Senator 
John J. Haluska (business manager of 
the Clinic) have contended from the 
beginning that Larrick acted without 
legal authority when he ordered the 
medications and literature seized. Re- 
lief was sought through the courts. 
Government attorneys have stalled and 
stalled and stalled. But both sides were 
ordered into court a few days ago for 
a pre-trial hearing. 


Charles J. Margiotti, attorney for 
the Clinic (one of the best in the State 
of Pennsylvania who rarely ever loses 
a case), informed the Judge that his 
clients “are not playing for marbles,” 
were determined to bring the case to a 
final conclusion and the hearings 
would probably consume two months. 


Thereupon Dr. Hoxsey was offered

HOW DR. HOXSEY WINS 


Dr. Hoxsey has yet to lose his first 
court fight where the merit of the treat- 
ment was the question under consider- 
ation. When allowed to bring in wit- 
nesses, established by pathologies that 
they actually had cancer, took the 
treatment and were cured, he always 
wins his cases. 


This kind of testimony frightens his 
persecutors and they do everything in 
their power to keep it from reaching 
the jury. The public was treated to 
such a spectacle in May, when the 
Texas State Board of Medical Examin- 
ers tried unsuccessfully to revoke the 
licenses of doctors of the Dallas Clinic. 


At the crucial moment in the trial 
when attorneys for Dr. Hoxsey put the 
first of 20 cured patients on the wit- 
ness stand, attorneys for the Board 
threw in the sponge and withdrew all 
charges that declared the treatment 
worthless. (The Board’s attorney said 
in open court: “We don’t deny that 
they cure cancer out there at the Clin- 
ic.”) Naturally the jury returned a 
verdict in Dr. Hoxsey’s favor. 


Cases like the following (typical of 
thousands more) have won favorable 
decisions in the courts: 


R. E. Barker 
1403 Shadow Lane 
Fort Worth, Texas 


Mr. Barker went to the Hoxsey Can- 
cer Clinic in January 1944. Approxi- 
mately two months previously he had 
reported to a Texas Veterans Hospital, 
unable to eat, difficulty in effecting 
bowel movement. Here he was observ- 
ed for 10 days and emergency surgery 
performed with four doctors in attend- 
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ance. Next day his family was told by 
hospital authorities that he had incur- 
able cancer of the colon. 


After dismissal he reported to the 
Hoxsey Cancer Clinic in Dallas, was 
put on internal medicine. Within four 
weeks he was able to retain food, and 
bowel movement improved greatly. 
Sixteen weeks later he was riding ranch 
horses. Last examination at the iene 
Cancer Clinic showed Mr. Barker to 
be symptom free. 


In 1949 Mr. Barker reported back 
to the Veterans Hospital of Dallas for 
a check-up. Here is part of the Veter- 
ans Hospital report: 


“Past history is interesting in the 
fact that in 1944 he was in this hospital 
and was operated upon with a preoper- 
ative diagnosis of acute appendicitis. 
A large mass involving the ileum and 
cecum was found at operation which 
was thought by the surgeon to be ma- 
lignancy and was so diagnosed. 


“The patient was discharged from 
the hospital with maximum benefits 
and was advised to return for X-ray 
therapy. He did not return for therapy 
and was treated at the Hoxsey Cancer 
Clinic and recovered completely. Sub- 
sequent X-rays made in this hospital 
in 1949 revealed a normal colon.” 


HOW DR. HOXSEY LOSES 


Reference has been made to the 
case which Dr. Hoxsey recently WON 
against the Texas State Board of Medi- 
cal Examiners. We shall now explain 
how he LOST it. But first, let Defend- 
er readers be reminded of the follow- 
ing chain of events: 


In November last year, the Board 
revoked the licenses of the seven Hox- 
sey Cancer Clinic doctors, hoping to 
thereby close the institution at a single 
stroke. (The number of doctors on the 
staff has since increased to eleven.) 


Dr. Hoxsey immediately took the 
case into court. It came before Judge 
W. L. Thornton who presides over the 
4Ath Judicial District Court of Dallas 
County, Texas. He ruled that the Board 
had exceeded its authority and the 





question would have to be decided by 
a jury. The case came to trial in May 
and the doctors won a clear-cut victory. 
But they lost the case (at least for the 
present) in the end. 


Judge Thornton disqualified him- 
self on the grounds that in a previous 
trial he had publicly stated faith in 
the Hoxsey treatment. He was refer- 
ring to a 1949 libel suit in his court 
which Dr. Hoxsey won against Morris 
Fishbein, then dictator of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association. 


When Judge Thornton withdrew, the 
case was assigned to Judge Charles E. 
Long, Jr., who now refuses to be guid- 
ed by the verdict of the jury. 














A separate trial was demanded for 
each of the seven doctors. The first was 
Dr. Donald Watt, who won his case. 


To the amazement of observers, 
Judge Long overruled the jury on July 
10th and ordered Dr. Watt’s license 
revoked for the next 18 months. And 
that’s how Dr. Hoxsey loses his cases! 


If this sort of thing can be done the 
question arises ... Why maintain a 
jury system in the United States? 


Of course, attorneys representing Dr. 
Watt served immediate notice that they 
were appealing the decision to a high- 
er court. Who can guess what the pres- 
sure must have been upon a Judge, 
particularly a Texan, to force such an 
action! 


Larrick can now shout from the 
housetops that the courts of Texas have 
pronounced the Hoxsey treatment no 
good and ordered the licenses of the 
Clinic’s doctors revoked. Judging from 
past behavior on his part, he can be 
expected to do exactly that! 


HOW DR. HOXSEY LOSES 
(CONTINUED) 


The foregoing remark, anticipating 
what Larrick may do, is supported by 
what he has done in another case. His 
Big Smear, released early in April, in- 
cluded the following misleading state- 
ment: 
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“Sufferers from cancer, their fam- 
ilies, physicians, and all concerned with 
the care of cancer patients are hereby 
advised and warned that the so-called 
Hoxsey treatment for internal cancer 
has been found by the United States 
Court of Appeals for the Fifth Circuit, 
on the basis of evidence presented by 
the Food and Drug Administration, to 
be a worthless treatment. 


“The Federal Food, Drug and Cos- 
metic Act authorizes dissemination of 
information regarding drugs in situa- 
tions involving imminent danger to 
health. The Hoxsey treatment for in- 
ternal cancer represents a gross decep- 
tion to the consumer. It is imminently 
dangerous to reply upon it in neglect 
of competent and rational treatment.” 


This interpretation of a decision by 
the Fifth Circuit Court of Appeals has 
appeared in thousands of newspapers 
and magazines, and been repeated over 
radio and television stations across the 
continent. Here are the facts: 


Larrick had the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration bring an action against 
Dr. Hoxsey in the federal courts of 
Texas late in 1950. Judge W. H. At- 
well tried the case. A large number of 
cured patients testified. The decision 
went in Dr. Hoxsey’s favor. 


His attorneys followed the rules of 
evidence with meticulous care. It was 
an airtight verdict, a complete victory 
for truth and suffering humanity. Lar- 
rick went to the Fifth Circuit Court of 
Appeals and got the factual decision in 
Judge Atwell’s court set aside. And 
that’s how Dr. Hoxsey loses his cases! 

Operations of this kind tend to shake 
the confidence of the people in the in- 
tegrity of their courts — and that is 
not good. Only with great difficulty 
has Dr. Hoxsey been able to continue 
relieving pain and saving life since 
Larrick secured this decision. = —— 


























In the Big Smear statement quoted 
above, Larrick says nothing about 
Judge Atwell’s findings and fails to 
mention the many cured patients who 
went on and off the witness stand. Is 
this fair? 

His statement deserves analysis. The 
words “internal cancer” are used. He 
says the Hoxsey treatment is of no 
value for internal cancer. Why did he 
pass over “external” cancer? Millions 
have suffered and died from cancers on 
the surface. 


There are sins of commission, and 
there are sins of omission. Larrick’s 
sin in this instance, falls in the latter 
category.

LIFE AND LETTERS 
OF THE APOSTLE PAUL 


Second in a series of ten articles by Dr. Gerald B. 





Winrod — each of which is complete in itself but also 





connects with the one before and the one following. 











PAMAscus is the oldest city in the 

world having continuous habita- 
tion. According to Josephus it was foun- 
ded by Uz, the son of Aram. The first 
mention of the place in Scripture is 
Genesis 14:15 in connection with Abra- 
ham’s steward who came from there. 
Eliezer, another important person of 
the household, was a Damascene. 


The supremacy of ancient Damascus 
resulted from the fact that it was the 
terminus of three caravan routes. The 
city is perched on a plain 2300 feet 
above sea level. There is a string of 
marshes and lakes on the east, beyond 
which the plain drops down to the Ara- 
bian Desert. 


Damascus and its plateau owe their 
life to the Abans (the modern Barada) 
River, which bursts from a mountain 
range on the north, runs a course of 10 
miles through a mountain gorge, then 
flings itself into seven streams, further 
dividing into hundreds of smaller 
waterways like a vast network of irri- 
gating ditches, making the area a fruit- 
ful garden and orchard. The boasted 
superiority of Damascus waters is a 
subject of discussion in many Old Tes- 
tament passages. 

According to Amos 3:12 the fine 
fabrics of Damascus were celebrated 
as early as 800 B.C. The damask silk 
and sword-blades are still famous. The 
Great Mosque, since the eighth century 
A.D. a Moslem shrine, is regarded as 
as the city’s most important building. 


Certain localities are pointed out to 
the modern tourist as having a histori- 
cal connection with events in the life of 


Paul. The “street called Straight” men- 
tioned in Acts 9:11 is now the street of 
Bazaars. The wares sold along this ave- 
nue today are the same as those mar- 
keted in Bible times. Visitors are shown 
“the house of Judas,” the home of An- 
anias, the place where Paul was let 
down over the wall in a basket and 
several spots associated with the life 


of the prophet Elisha. 


Paul’s conversion is believed to have 
occurred in the year 35 A.D. Damascus 
had been previously in Roman hands, 
but was at that time under the domina- 
tion of the Nabataean kingdom. Naba- 
taeans were Arabs who controlled a 
vast area of what we know today as the 
Middle East. Their capital was the im- 
pregnable Petra, a lofty rock-cut, rose- 
red city located 60 miles south of the 
Dead Sea. 


Petra towers above the Wadi Musa, 
is inaccessible except by foot or beast, 
and was unknown to the western world 
until visited in 1812 by J. L. Burck- 
hardt. From here, King Aretas ruled 
far away Damascus for a few years 
through a Governor whom he appoint- 
ed. 

Damascus Jews convinced this offi- 
cial that the new convert was a danger- 
ous person to be roaming the city 
streets and this explains Paul’s remark 
in II Corinthians 11:32-33, “In Da- 
mascus the governor under Aretas the 
king kept the city of the Damascenes 
with a garrison, desirous to apprehend 
me: And through a window in a bas- 
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ket was I let down by the wall, and es- 
caped his hands.” 


Herod Antipas, a powerful figure in 
the Roman Empire, married Aretas’ 
daughter and later cast her aside. This 
infuriated the Arab leader, who insti- 
tuted hostilities against Herod and de- 
stroyed his army. Damascus was turned 
over to the Nabataeans in settling the 
dispute. 


THE DAMASCUS ' 
PRA YER-MEETING 


Because Damascus was a city of great 
influence, Jewish leaders at Jerusalem 
became gravely concerned over reports 
about a group of converts to Christ be- 
ing organized there. During the time 
that Paul was making his trip, armed 
with written orders from the Sanhedrin 
to exterminate the group, a cottage 
prayer-meeting was being held “in the 
house of Judas” on “the street which is 
called Straight.” 


A sense of fear and dread filled their 
hearts. They knew the fate that had 
been planned for them. Some would be 
killed, others driven into exile, their 
leaders arrested and taken to Jerusa- 
lem to stand trial. All they could do 
was pray, and wait for the arrival of 
the monster directing the persecution. 


Meanwhile the Jews were making 
elaborate preparations to welcome their 
hero. The same hatreds, emanating 
from Talmudic sources against believ- 
ers at Jerusalem, were ready to be un- 
leashed in Damascus. 


Suddenly at midday lightning struck 
out on the highway. Prayer moved the 
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arm of God. Heat generated at spiritual 
levels by Christ’s followers on bended 
knee, produced a flash, the force of 
which was destined to be felt around 
the world. 


Christianity obtained in Paul a new 
type of leader. He brought something 
into the Church that was very much 
needed. He blazed trails north, east, 
south and west which made Christianity 
the mightiest force on earth. Sufficient 
power was released by the Damascus 
prayer-meeting to change the currents 
of human history. 

We enjoy the advantages of the Gos- 
pel, in this part of the world today, be- 
cause those frightened, intimidated 
people prayed. There would have been 
no Apostle Paul and no westward 
march of the Church, except for the 
Damascus prayer-meeting. This brings 
to mind the words of the Christ ad- 
dressed to His humble followers, “Fear 
not, little flock; for it is your Father’s 
good pleasure to give you the king- 
dom.” 


Both the converts to Christ, and the 
Jews, must have been amazed when 
Paul reached the city. The light in 
which he became enveloped at the time 
of his conversion left him in temporary 
blindness. Companions found it neces- 
sary to lead him by the hand. 


Instead of a haughty, arrogant per- 
secutor riding through the streets in a 
chariot, there appeared a stricken, trem- 
bling, groping man led by others. 
Shrinking from notice, he was eager to 
reach a quiet chamber in the house of 
Judas to recover from the effects of the 
collision between his sinful nature and 
the glorious Son of God met hours 
earlier on the highway.

His blindness lasted three days, dur- 
ing which time he refused to eat or 
drink. 


One wonders what must have been 
the thoughts and emotions that surged 
through his mind and _ heart during 
those days of darkness. The risen Christ 
was revealed both to his eyes and soul 
according to Galatians 1:15-16. Great 
truths broke upon his consciousness, 
because with the return of sight, he be- 
gan at once preaching the Gospel and 
exalting Christ. 


“But Saul increased the more in 
strength, and confounded the Jews 
which dwelt at Damascus, proving that 
this is very Christ.” 


CHRIST'S INNER REVELATION 


Ananias was an unheard of per- 
son, just an obscure man who believed 
in Jesus Christ. But he became one of 
the greatest figures of the New Testa- 
ment. He served as the connecting link 
between the experience on the road to 
Damascus and the sweeping tours of 
missionary evangelism which followed 
later. 


A story is told of a man living on 
the coast of New England who went 
over to help a neighbor clean his yard. 
They moved rocks and pieces of wood 
from in front of the cottage. When the 
job was done, the owner offered to pay 
his helper. 


The neighbor said: “No, I just want 
to be a deserving friend, but, by the 
way, if you don’t want that old log over 
there with the trash, I’d like to have it.” 
“Sure,” the owner replied, “but it’s 
just a piece of junk that floated to the 
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shore from an old freighter that sank a 
few years ago.” 


The log happened to be mahogany. 
The neighbor was a cabinet maker. 
Within a month, the log had become a 
beautiful piece of furniture. 


Paul in his weakened, blind tottering 
state may have resembled a piece of 
human junk. But Ananias saw in him a 
great soul, beautiful possibilities, a tro- 
phy of grace and “a chosen vessel.” 





It appears for some unexplained rea- 
son that Ananias may not have attended 
the prayer-meeting with the others. He 
remained alone, praying in his own 
home. There he experienced a vision. 
The house of Judas seems to have been 
the headquarters of the group. “And 
the Lord said unto him, Arise, and go 
into the street which is called Straight, 
and enquire in the house of Judas for 
one called Saul, of Tarsus: for, behold, 
he prayeth.” 


Ananias reminded the Speaker in the 
vision of the man’s criminal record, 
saying: “Lord, I have heard by many 
of this man, how much evil he hath 
done to thy saints at Jerusalem: And 
here he hath authority from the chief 
priests to bind all that call on thy 
name.” An answer came back from the 
heavenly source: “Go thy way: for he 
is a chosen vessel unto me.” 


When Ananias reached the house, all 
misgivings vanished because he heard 
the new convert pray. With open arms 
he greeted him affectionately, “Brother 
Saul.” Ananias cleared Paul’s eyes, 
prayed and he was filled with the Holy 
Ghost, and finally baptized him. 


Looking back in later years upon 
those early experiences, Paul wrote to 
the Galatians: “It pleased God to re- 
veal his Son in me.” He came to under- 
stand that his Talmudic training as a 
Pharisee had been entirely wrong. He 
had to unlearn everything learned dur- 
ing his rabbinical schooling at Jerusa- 
lem. Only Christ, the hated Christ of 


Judaism, counted. 











Paul changed worlds. His conversion 
has been described as “the most con- 
spicuous example of a complete and 
instantaneous about-face known in reli- 
gious history.” One moment, he was 
Saul moving toward Damascus to or- 
ganize a persecution of believers. The 
next moment, he was Paul, ready to 
sit at the feet of believers to learn more 
of the way of Christ. 


We are told that members of the ear- 
ly Church believed that a vision of 
Christ during sleep or otherwise, re- 
leased new spiritual powers in the re- 
cipient. Never was this truer than in 
the case of Paul. He was man of great 
capacities, but under the yoke of Tal- 
mudic Judaism there existed no scope 
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was a slave to tradition, a prisoner to 
the warped writings of the rabbis going 
back as far as Babylon. 


Saul the Pharisee had to repress and 
stifle the capacities latent within him. 
There was no place for brilliance, origi- 
nality and the intellectual and spiritual 
dynamics which showed up in his 
speech, writing and missionary travels 
during the years that followed. 


Paul the Apostle, on the other hand, 
was free to express the tremendous 
powers with which he was endowed 
from birth. Conversion was to him 
emancipation. Even during his wasted 
years, an overshadowing providence 
was operating, preparing, getting him 
ready for a unique and distinctive min- 
istry. He saw evidences of this as time 
went on and so stated in the Galatian 
Epistle: “It pleased God, who separated 
me from my mother’s womb, and called 
me by his grace, To reveal his Son in 
me, that I might preach him among the 
heathen.” 


SOJOURN IN ARABIA 


“Immediately I conferred not with 
flesh and blood: Neither went I up to 
Jerusalem to them which were apostles 
before me; but I went into Arabia, and 
returned again unto Damascus. Then 
after three years I went up to Jerusa- 
lem.” 


Paul left Damascus in haste and un- 
der cover of darkness. We read that 
after his conversion and public associ- 
ation with Ananias and other believers. 
“The Jews took counsel to kill him.” 
They engaged the cooperation of the 
Governor and “watched the gates day 
and night to kill him.” 


Many ancient cities, like Damascus, 
were fortified by high walls. There 
were frequently small rooms near the 
top with windows that served as look- 
outs. Some believer had access to such 
a room estimated 60 feet high, to which 
Paul was secretly taken “by night.” 
His new friends proved faithful. This 
incident shows that he had been ad- 
mitted into the brotherhood. 


A well-known writer, possessing a 
vivid imagination, says this is what 
happened: “With whispered warnings 
for silence they crept through a dark- 
ened passage leading to the room. Paul 
here saw a large basket with stout rope 
coiled by its sides ... 


“When the passenger was seated in 
the peculiar chariot, Josiah and _ his 
three robust sons grasped the ropes, 
and there were kind farewells and fer- 
vent prayers as the descent began. It 
was a dramatic moment! A man was 
dangling in a basket of woven reeds, 
none too strong at best for any load! 
Now scraping the rough wall that 
threatened to bite the reeds to splinters; 





occasionally bumping against a pro- 
truding stone; often tipping too far in 
one direction, and then suddenly lurch- 
ing the opposite way. But a human life 
was finally borne to safety and the ad- 
venturous passenger reached the ground 
outside the walls, with his escape thus 
far accomplished.” 


Paul left at once for Arabia, not to 
return for approximately three years. 
He wanted to be alone, to reflect upon 
the things recently learned and to medi- 
tate on the revolutionary change that 
had so suddenly taken place in his life. 
A complete inner reconstruction was in 
progress. 

A man of emotion may change his 
whole attitude in an instant, but a 
thinker must also have time to reor- 
ganize. Paul’s past was completely 
shattered. Facing the future, he needed 
such a period as this retreat into Arabia 
afforded him. He needed time to get his 
bearings. He needed time for prayer to 
know the Son of God better. 


Men like Ananias might reassure 
him. New friendships with believers 





might edify. Knowledge gained from 
them might help shape his message. 
The beauties of the infant Church 
might calm and elevate his spirit. Per- 
secution might strengthen the muscles 
of his soul. But above all, he wanted to 
be alone with Jesus, to know Him per- 


sonally, deeply, intimately, consum- 
ingly. 
The Pauline theology was bei 


born. “I conferred not with flesh an 
blood.” 


When the months were over, Paul 
turned back to his original destination, 
Damascus. It has been suggested that 
he might have passed that city by, but 
a special responsibility rested upon his 
heart for the believers there that could 
not be neglected. He had come to perse- 
cute them. He must return to support 
and strengthen them. 


The question has been asked where 
in Arabia Paul went for this important 
period of his life. The most consistent 
and intelligent answer is Petra — the 
capital city of the Nabataean kingdom.

HE BIBLE reveals the Cross as the 

highest peak between the Alpha and 
Omega of eternity. Neither in this world 
nor in the world to come, is there a 
higher peak. The Patriarchal Age 
reached the apex of its typical teaching 
when Abraham offered up Isaac — the 








son of promise, the miracle son, on 
Mount Moriah, between the hungry 
flame and the merciless knife. The 


Cross was the climax of all the wonders 
and terrors performed by the Hand of 
the Almighty in Egypt. The fifty-third 
chapter of Isaiah is the sublimest height 
and profoundest depth ever reached by 
the inspired vision of the prophets. 


When our Lord appeared before 
John the Baptist on that wonderful day 
in the wilderness of Judea to take, as 
it were, His oath of office, John did not 
proclaim Him as the Great Teacher, as 
the Great Preacher, as the Great Lead- 
er; he did not even proclaim Him as 
King. What were the inspired words of 
introduction? “Behold the Lamb of 
God!” 


Look at the Transfiguration. What 
is the highest point of that indescrib- 
ably glorious scene, when the deity of 
Christ bursts through the veil of His 





flesh and shines with a glory never seen 
on earth? It is not that shining glory. 
It is not the appearance of Moses and 
Elijah from the celestial realm. What 
is the highest point? It is when Moses 
and Elijah speak to Him of His “de- 
cease which he should accomplish at 
Jerusalem.” 

I know that the Resurrection is one 
of the two pillars of the Christian faith, 
the conversion of Saul of Tarsus being 
the other. But I also know that the Res- 
urrection is primarily the validation of 
the Cross. 

It is an interesting, if not significant, 
physical fact that over there where it 
all occurred, Golgotha is higher than 
the Tomb. 











Turn to the closing chapters of Reve- 
lation where we have the consumma- 
tion of all things, and the eternal state 
of all things. In those resplendent chap- 
ters it is not the Teacher, not the 
Preacher, not the Leader, not even the 
King who is being exalted, adored, 
praised and worshipped by angelic 
hosts and redeemed men; it is the 
Lamb. The pure, endless river of water 
of life originates from the throne of the 
Lamb. The Light of that endless eterni- 
ty is the Lamb. 


I am constantly amazed that almost 
the whole Christian world takes all this 
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for granted, oversimplifies and senti- 
mentalizes it. In the whole realm of di- 
vine and human thought I have never 
heard of a proposition that should in- 
spire such rapturous awe as the propo- 
sition that the Cross is the climax of 
eternity. 


THE WORLD REJECTS IT 


The Bible’s attitude toward the Cross 
is a stumbling block to the Jews; it was 
not only foolishness to the ancient 
Greeks, it today is foolishness to the 
worldly mind. 


It is foolishness to modern educa- 
tion, erected on the concept of Darwin- 
ism. The essence of Darwinism is or- 
ganic evolution. This. theory provides 
no premise for the Cross, because in 
Darwinism there is no logic or philo- 
sophic point at which sin can enter. 
Orthodox evolutionists never have be- 
lieved in the fact of sin, do not believe 
in it today, never will believe in it. 
There is no mystery at all about mod- 
ern education rejecting the Cross. 


Much of modern religion rejects the 
Bible’s attitude toward the Cross. The 
trend is to exalt the Sermon on the 
Mount, not Mount Calvary. Modern 
religion places emphasis on the life of 
a great Teacher, not on the death of a 
Redeemer. There is no mystery about 
this either: modern religion takes evo- 
lution for granted in most of its schools 
and thousands of its pulpits and this 
excludes the Cross. 


On which side does genuine wisdom 
and philosophy lie? On the side of the 
Bible, or the world? 


I am going to give you one fact — 
only one of the many which shows that 
true wisdom and philosophy are with 
the Bible when it makes the Cross the 
climax of God’s wisdom and _ power. 
The Cross is the only convincing proof 
intelligent men and women have that 
God loves them. 


NATURE AND LOVE 


Frederic William Farrar, Dean of 
Canterbury (1895-1903), tells us in his 
autobiography of a conversation he 
once had with Lord Tennyson in the 
latter’s garden. It must have been a 
stimulating conversation. The Dean said 
that he and the great poet came across 
a flower of rare beauty. Tennyson 
plucked it from the stem and, accord- 
ing to Farrar, said: “This one flower, 
taken by itself, is quite sufficient to tell 
us all that is most essential for us to 
know. It proves the love of God.” 
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In other words, according to one of 
the greatest poets that ever lived, nature 
proves to us the love of God. This is 
the common attitude. 


But does it? What are the hard, re- 
lentless facts of nature? Do you live 
and work on a farm? If you do the 
poets will have hard sledding trying to 
convince you that nature proves God 
loves you. Nine years out of ten it 
either rains too much or too little. 


Go out to those Western states; go 
to Kansas and West Texas, where the 
brooding sky is arched across those 
vast acres of field and plain. For years 
nature has been taking the soil, conver- 
ting it into monstrous clouds of dust 
and scourging them to the Gulf where 
they are dumped as so much garbage. 
What does the Gulf need with all that 


soil? Ask nature. 


I have seen a flood come in October 
and devour every ear of corn that the 
sweaty brow and aching back of a poor 
tenant farmer had labored all the year 
to produce. And he needed the proceeds 
of that corn not only to feed his family, 
but to buy some calico, so that his 
daughters might not feel ashamed when 
they went to school. Why did the flood 
do it? Ask nature. 


One Christmas Day many years ago, 
in my town in Tennessee, I was stand- 
ing before a glowing fire in the living 
room of a friend. We were talking of 
the sumptuous Christmas meal we had 
just finished, of the bright face and 
generous hands that had prepared it. 
of how we were warm and clothed and 
fed, while multitudes at that very mo- 
ment were starving. We decided that 
we would put on our overcoats and go 
out and find somebody to help. 


It was bitterly cold outside; the raw 


winds down out of Canada were angry 
with the snow and they seemed angrier 
with man. We walked across the rail- 
road tracks, and up to a house on the 
corner — a house that appeared to 
have been deserted. I knocked on the 
door. There was no answer. I knocked 
again. A faint voice replied: “Come 
in.” We opened the door. There, bend- 
ing over a half-burned single piece of 
wood in the grate, was an emaciated 
mother with an infant pressed close to 
her heart. In the back of the room was 
a rusted metal bed. Lying under a heavy 
damp quilt was a little girl. The snow 


was blowing through the cracks of the 


house. 


“Have you had anything to eat to- 
day?” I asked the mother. 
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“No, sir. But I can make it all right; 
but I wish I could get a little warm 
soup for my sick girl and a little milk 
for my baby. I wouldn’t worry about 
myself if I could get them something.” 


“Do you have any more wood?” 


“INO, Sif. 
have.”

She did not complain. She did not 
find fault with the system of things. 
Only she wanted a little food for her 
baby, and her sick girl. We saw to it 
that her needs were supplied. We came 
to the railroad track and somehow 
found ourselves standing there talking, 
in the bitter cold. While we stood there 
one of the handsomest dogs I ever saw 
in my life, came up to us. He was 
friendly. He was wagging his tail. He 
was well-fed. He was warm. He had no 
terrors at the thought of yesterday, and 
he had no fears in anticipation of to- 
morrow. As I reflected on that mother 
and her baby and sick girl; as I con- 
trasted them with the contented, secure 
state of the dog, I could hardly restrain 
myself from crying out so the whole 
town could hear: “And yet you will 
preach that nature proves God _ loves 
the sons and daughters of men! So far 
as nature is concerned, this dog is loved 
more than that poor thing and her baby 
and sick girl. It’s all a monstrous lie!” 


Nature proves the love of God? Go 
back to those mutilated, bloody fields 
of Old Virginia in the closing days of 
the Civil War, when the hammer of 
Grant and the military genius of Lee 
were locked in a death struggle to de- 
cide the issue. Go there to the Second 
Cold Harbor, on June 3, 1864. At 4:30 
on that June morning the guns of Grant 
began to thunder. A general assault 
was on. The ragged Confederates had 
to repel the assault or be destroyed. 
They had little with which to repel it 
except naked courage. Assault after as- 
sault was made, and assault after as- 
sault was beaten off. That was one of 
the ghastliest days of the war. That 
night the agonizing cries of the wound- 
ed and dying rose in a great and aw- 
ful chorus. No flag of truce came ask- 
ing for their removal. “Water. water, 
for God’s sake, water!” 


And nature? That night the Virginia 
stars came out and looked down upon 
that scene with an unruffled compla- 
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cency as though they were gazing down 
upon green meadows where flocks were 
resting in peace and security. Not a 
tear of sympathy fell from those skies. 
Not a note of pity was heard. So far as 
nature was concerned, it was June in 
Old Virginia and all was well. 


Nature? Flowers grow as beautifully 
in the garden of a gangster as in that 
of a saint. The contradictions, incon- 
sistencies and inequalities of this tired 
and weary world are within the realm 
of nature. 


There was John the Baptist. Though 
he never performed a miracle and none 
was ever performed for him, his Master 
said: “Among those that are born of 
women there is not a greater prophet 
than John the Baptist.” And yet when 
the decisive moment came, that great 
man’s head was at the mercy of a flip- 
pant, half-clad pagan girl and her li- 
centious mother. They had the power 
to have John’s head chopped off. 


There was Saint Paul. He was cer- 
tainly one of the greatest men of his- 
tory; and yet, there he lies without his 
one well-worn cloak, without his books, 
in a foul, rat-ridden Roman dungeon; 
and up there on the Palatine Hill is the 
most degraded monster on earth, Nero. 
And Nero has the power to chop off the 
head of Paul, and he does it. 


The Bible says, it is true, that the 
heavens declare the glory of God and 
the firmament showeth His handiwork. 
But the Bible says nothing about glory 
being identical with love, and says no- 
thing about handiwork being identical 
with sympathy. Licentious genius can 
carve an angel out of Italian marble. 
While Leonardo da Vinci was painting 
“The Last Supper,” one of the greatest 
works of art ever produced, he was at 
the same time consorting with one of 
the vilest women in Italy. And in the 
Louvre a copy of “The Last Supper” 
was hung on a wall next to da Vinci’s 
painting of his mistress. 


I agree with what one has said: “So 
far as nature is concerned, God may be 
a heartless aesthete, an infinite math- 
ematician, or even a Devil.” 





THE CROSS PROVES IT 


Lord Tennyson’s little flower to the 
contrary notwithstanding, I ask, Where 
in all nature can you find any convin- 
cing evidence that God cares for you 
more than He cares for the beasts of 
the field or the birds of the air? I shall 
go further than that: I ask you where in 
all nature can you find any convincing 
evidence that God cares as much for 
you as for the beasts of the field and 
the birds of the air? 


The Old Book is the book of wisdom. 
The Old Book is the book of philoso- 
phy. It is never so wise, never so philo- 
sophical as when it points to the evi- 
dence that God loves you. It doesn’t 
point you eastward where dawn _ is 
fingering the darkness, nor to noonday 
where the monarch of the skies is 
reigning supreme, nor westward where 
the great silence is enshrouded in scar- 
let and purple and gold. Nor does the 
Old Book tell you to listen to the sing- 
ing of birds, nor to the gentle flowing 
of the waters. 

Not at all. When the Old Book would 
give you convincing evidence that God 
loves you, that you are precious in His 
sight, that you are more to Him than 
many sparrows, it points you to the 
storm-swept Hill of Calvary and says: 
“Herein is love, not that we loved God, 
but that he loved us, and sent his Son 
to be the propitiation for our sins.” 


And again, in the words of my text: 
“Hereby perceive we the love of God, 
because he laid down his life for us.” 


“He,” God! That’s Deity! 


Ah, what a scene it is! There on Gol- 
gotha, from nine in the morning until 
three in the afternoon. Suspended be- 
tween an ever-darkening heaven and a 
hissing hell, He is in awful loneliness 
and isolation. 

All His bones are out of joint. His 
tongue cleaves to the roof of His mouth. 
He is brought into the dust of death. He 
looks for some to take pity and there 
is none. He is laughed to scorn. All that 
awful day Deity clinches the nails of 
His tree. All day He aches and groans 
in the throes of death. 


What is the explanation? He loves 
me, and He is proving it. “Hereby per- 
ceive we the love of God, because he 
laid down his life for us.” 


The Cross is the scarlet-draped an- 
swer to all the questions that torment 
my mind; all the questions rising from 
the inconsistencies, inequalities, and 
contradictions of this life; all the ques- 
tions rising from the violence of na- 
ture; all the questions rising from the 
silence of nature. 


If He loves me like that, I will walk 
by faith in Him, serve Him, die for 
Him. If He loves me like that, I know 
that in His own good time and way He 
will make every crooked place straight. 
Christianity is the Cross. The Cross is 
Christianity. 


THE CROSS 


HAT DOES the Cross mean to you 

and me? Does it not mean that 
there our Lord gave Himself absolute- 
ly to the Father’s will? Never in any 
way did He make Himself the origin 
and fountain of His action, but was 
ever the empty channel through which 
God poured Himself. “He humbled 
Himself, and became obedient unto 
death, even the death of the cross.” 


At this moment I would summon 
you to stand beneath the Cross and to 
see there One who entirely yielded up 
His own will. More than that, I want 
you to see your self-life nailed there, 
and turn from it to God in adoration, 
saying that you are prepared to be 
weak and helpless so far as your own 
energies are concerned, that He may 
put forth in your life the mighty ener- 
gy of that power which raised Christ 
from the dead. It is only when we are 
weak that we are really strong; it is 
only when we surrender ourselves to 
the power of the Cross, so that we real- 
ize that we have been crucified with 
Christ, that we are able to share in His 
eternal victory. —F. B. Meyer. 
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GIVE 
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TIME 
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I BELIEVE that I am in a better posi- 

tion to express the views of the Ne- 
eroes and the Whites of the Southland 
than those who live in the Northern 
section of our Country. 


I was born in the Southland, worked 
in the Southland and received an edu- 
cation as a Negro in the Southland. I 
have worked with the White brothers 
from the farmlands to the back alleys 
of city streets. That’s why I feel I can 
speak on “the race problem.” 


I feel as most Negroes do, that here 
in the Southland we have learned to 
work together in peace, with good will 
toward each other, each occupying his 
distinctive position in society. 


There have been times in some parts 
of the Southland when the White man 
didn’t have much to help himself, be- 
sides having the Negro on his hands. 
Today things are changing. Conditions 
are improving. 

Great industries are springing up, 
providing employment and new oppor- 
tunities for both Whites and Negroes. 
Much is being done to correct past mis- 
takes. Negroes are getting better wages, 
better schools, better churches, better 
and more recreational facilities every- 
where throughout the Southland. 


So, I am sure I can safely express the 
opinion of the majority of the Negroes 
in these parts: They do not want to 
cast their burdens or problems upon 
any outside group. They are willing, 
and want to work out, their own prob- 
lems. 


MORE TIME NEEDED 


The Negro is no different from any 
other race of people, but in the South- 
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land he is different from the Negro in 
the Northern section of the Country be- 
cause he realizes when the going gets 
rough he can call upon his White 
friends for help, and believe me, this is 
being done every day. The Southern 
people have always loved and helped 
their colored folks. 


And, regardless of what certain 
brands of propaganda are saying, the 
Negro in the Southland is not seeking 
force, agitatign, communism or radi- 
calism as the solution of his problems. 
Those who are thinking correctly, know 
that time, education, training, religion 
and cooperation, tempered with good 
will, will bring about the solution of 
all our problems. 


The Negro must first learn these 
things himself. He must command re- 
spect and become self-reliant through 
seinen achievement and by applying 

imself industriously. I am not blaming 
him, because I can see reasons why 
he has not measured up to certain stan- 


dards. 


First, his time has been short com- 
pared with the White race in America. 
He was brought here from the jungles 
of Africa. I say give him time. Don’t 
make him feel that the heights have 
been reached, or can be reached quick- 
ly, when he has just begun. 


I think we all will admit that the 
Negro race has come a long way in a 
comparatively short space of time. But 
the most dangerous point in the gen- 
eral progress of the Negro race now, 
is the fact that he is being misled by 
many agitators who would have him 
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believe that he really has caught up 
with the fellow who had a head start. 


We can’t and don’t want to stop the 
one that is out in front, but we can give 
credit to him according to the race he 
runs. Give my people time, and they 
will run a good race, too, because they 
have it in them. They may not get ahead 
of the winning horse, but they will run 
an honorable race! 


I will never blame the White man 
for the progress he has made in Ameri- 
ca. Neither will I ask him to stop. I 
will not ask him to stop because I know 
without the White man the Negro race 
could not have progressed as far as it 
has. But the Negro has been handi- 
capped because he had no advance 
training to enable him to meet this race 
of progress. Therefore I consider that 
time, progress and training will help 
the Negro move forward. 


REMARKABLE PROGRESS 


We look upon a racial group as a 
growing crop moving toward maturity. 
If it is a growing crop, it has many op- 
portunities and advantages of produc- 
ing a full harvest. Then, when it is ma- 
tured, one can look for nothing more. 


I say again, the Negro in the South- 
land is growing, and if he can hold on- 
to Negro leadership, Negro institutions, 
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Negro enterprises, Negro racial iden- 
tity, not too long hence he will reap 
his full harvest because time will have 
cured the evils and hard knocks that 
seem to be his lot today. Yes, I say, 
give him time and he will win his race 
in his own way. 


As a Crusader of good will toward 
all people throughout the Southland, | 
have had an opportunity to observe 
good and bad traits in both White and 
Colored people. I do not believe that 
the race problem is a problem of hate 
or ill will. Rather, it is problem of 
time, education and training. 


The progress of the two races has 
been an interesting one. If you will let 
your mind run back a hundred years 
and see where the Negro stood in the 
Southland and compare it with where 
he stands today, you can recognize that 
the race has come a long way. 


There’s no place in the world where 
the Negro owns and controls as much 
as he does in the South. Take, for in- 
stance, Atlanta, Georgia. I would say 
without question that Atlanta is the 
Negro Capital of the world. It is 
thought by many to be the center of 
education and culture, finance and bus- 
iness. There you will find Negroes and 
Whites living, working and operating 
business, without either being conscious 
of his race. 


They live their personal lives sepa- 
rate as God Almighty intended and 
mingle in a normal way. The South is 














the Negro’s best friend. 


In the face of this, we have pressure 
groups, agitators, forcing issues upon 
both White and Negro that are wholly 
artificial. These groups are a little hard 
to swallow. What are they trying to do? 
They have not taken the time to count 
the cost of the over-all picture of the 
races. They don’t know or care what 
will happen to the Negro 50 years from 


now. They are grinding an axe, but 
| 


whose axe and why? 


SEGREGATION IS RIGHT 


As a Crusader of good will towards | 
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all people of the Southland, I am 
aware of the “sore spots,” but sores 
will heal if these agitators and so-called 
liberators stop making a fresh wound 
by “pulling off the scab.” To my mind, 
their efforts are designed to destroy the 
whole pattern of segregation and to es- 
tablish an integrated social order in 
which there will be no distinction in 
this Country on the basis of race, re- 
ligion, color or nationality. I do not 
believe this is the solution of the race 
problem. 


This can only bring a blight and 
curse upon both races. May God re- 
strain the evil men who are promoting 
this crime. 


If a race, group or individual has 
made a distinction, it should not be 
taken away, whether they are White or 
Negro. God made a distinction between 
races, so why should mere man try to 
change it? 

I would never rejoice over reading 
the pages of history when it was found 
that the Negro has lost his racial iden- 
tity and racial heritage, however 
humble that identity and heritage may 
be. 


Yes, I am concerned for the Negro, 
because I fear that if all of these 
changes are brought about, in the long 
run he will be the loser. The Negro 
stands to be set back a good half cen- 
tury! 


From childhood to manhood I 
worked hard to learn and face life. 
Yes, most of us Negroes have worked 
hard all of our lives, but with the help 
of God many of us have made good. 


I have seen changes in the Southland 
for the better, but I still do not feel 
that the world owes me anything, much 
less a living. I am like thousands of 
other Negroes who feel that if given a 
place and opportunity to carry on, he 
will “make his place in the sun,” with- 
out the aid of wild-eyed agitators or 
left-wing pressure groups. 


SOUTHERN NEGRO BETTER OFF 


In my observations I have found that 
a Negro can attend most of the schools 
in the North and get a fair education, 
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but few of the Northern States which 
educate him will hire him as a teacher. 
The State of Connecticut does not have 
25 Negro teachers. Personally, I will 
take my turn in the South, for in none 
of the so-called “integrated” States 
does the Negro get anywhere near pro- 
portionate representations. 


Now, let’s turn to the South and look 
at the picture there. This type of scheme 
is not true in the South, and yet it might 
be if the Southern States were to be- 
come “integrated.” 


The State of Georgia employs 7,313 
Negro teachers and paid them close to 
$15,000,000 in salaries last year. North 
Carolina paid its Negro teachers over 
$22,000,000 last year. Despite all the 
the hullabaloo about the liberal North 
and East, no Negro in those parts of 
the Country has been made head of a 
State College or University. But here 
in the South the woods are full of 
Negro college and university presi- 
dents. In Texas a Negro college presi- 
dent of one State school gets $10,000 
a year. 


Florida is another State which ranks 
at the top on teacher’s pay. Mississippi 
aid $7,414,278 in salaries to 6.753 
Negro teachers last year. 

I am only calling a spade a spade. 
You can see for yourself the millions 
of dollars that go into the hands of my 
people, the Negroes, throughout the 
Southland. We want no pressure outfits 
from the North to “save” us from the 
advantages now being enjoyed! 

With all of this, we still have our 
“sore spots,” but they will heal with 
time. The one thing I regret is that 
many of our Northern friends do not 
seem to recognize their sore spots and 
weak points. Here in the Southland | 
am trying to face real life with my 
people. 

We are not looking for sympathy, 
nor do we want to be placed at the 
mercy of any race or creed. We, the 
Negroes of the Southland, are going to 
create our own social standards, our 
own way of life, and if you will give us 
time, we will create a level that will be 
so high others will want to reach for it. 
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WHEN on July 13, 1956, President 
Eisenhower sent to the United 
States Senate for confirmation, the 
nomination of Paul G. Hoffman as a 
delegate to the General Assembly of 
the United Nations, he defied the wish- 
es of millions of Americans. It was one 
of the most unfortunate decisions made 
during his tenure in public office. 


From a Washington source there 
comes a report that Senators were 
flooded with protests. Outraged citi- 


- zens familiar with Hoffman’s red rec- 


ord, were demanding that their duly 
elected representatives vote down the 
recommendation. One _ writer said: 
“The President might as well have no- 
minated Earl Browder.” 


The man responsible for this quip 
was alluding to the fact that while head- 
ing the subversive Ford Fund for the 
Republic, Hoffman put Browder on the 
payroll as a “research expert.” It was 
this act, symbolic of others equally 
treacherous, that caused the American 
Legion convention of 1955, to pass a 
resolution requesting a Congressional 
investigation of the Ford Fund. 


Addressing the House of Represen- 
tatives on July 21, 1955, Congressman 
B. Carroll Reece reported as follows: 


“The Ford Fund for the Republic 
selected one of the biggest political 
propagandists in the United States, Mr. 
Ed Murrow, of Columbia Broadcasting 
System, radio and TV, to do the job 
of dusting the security risk label off 
Oppenheimer. 

“An hour-long interview between Mr. 
Murrow and Dr. Oppenheimer was 
filmed with sound, and at great expense 
hundreds of reproductions were made 
for free distribution to colleges and 
civic groups, all paid for by Ford tax- 
exempt money, your money and my 
money. 

“In typical Ed Murrow fashion, the 
interview was a highly colored propa- 
ganda job to present to its viewers Dr. 
J. Robert Oppenheimer as a genius, a 
towering figure in American science, 
who had been grossly abused and 
wrongfully accused of outrageous 
charges of which he was now and had 
always been, entirely innocent. 


“Ignored entirely in this Ed Murrow 
propaganda film were the details of 
the charges against Oppenheimer, in- 
cluding his own admissions that he 
lied repeatedly to security officers of 
the Manhattan District and the FBI 
regarding his contacts with the Soviet 





espionage agent, Haakon Chevalier, as 
well as other vital security matters.” 


Paul Hoffman has for years waged 
war against persons and organizations 
giving effective opposition to the red 
menace. The darling of all left-wingers, 
he majors on the theme that to fight 
Communism is the equivalent to in- 
terfering with civil rights, and must 
therefore be stopped. 

In a recent speech at Occidental Col- 
lege, Los Angeles, he followed his us- 
ual line by saying: “They (the anti- 
Communists) impair the sources of our 
strength. They are attempting to make 
criticism socially dangerous and try- 
ing to influence conformity through 
fear. Unless we wish to succumb to 
totalitarianism, we must not use total- 
itarian techniques in battling against 
Communism.” 

Judging from his record, he must 
have spoken the last three words of the 
above quotation with tongue in cheek! 


His position is identical with that of 
the Communist Daily Worker. The of- 
ficial red publication makes the unten- 
able argument day in and day out, that 
measures taken by the American peo- 
ple to protect themselves against Com- 
munist influence and subversion, must 
lead to thought control and the destruc- 
tion of civil liberties. 


Moscow has done, and is now doing 
everything possible, to infiltrate the 
United Nations. Large numbers of pro- 
pagandists have been brought to our 
shores, as representatives of the world 
organization, thereby making restric- 
tions on their operations impossible. 
As a member of the American delega- 
tion to the United Nations, Hoffman 
can be expected to obstruct the ef- 
forts of those wishing to bring red 
subversion under control. 


Addressing the Senate against Hoff- 
man’s confirmation, Senator Joseph 
McCarthy said one day last month: 


“Even though Mr. Hoffman is not a 
Communist, he has performed in one 
area of national controversy such as a 
Communist would perform. In the in- 
ternal security field, he is a dedicated 
and determined enemy of those who 
oppose Communism. He is a charter 
member of a civil liberties cult whose 
chief dogma is that hard anti-Commu- 
nism constitutes a greater danger to 
our freedom than the Communist Party 
itself. 


“It seems to be fairly evident that

anti-Communism on the internal secur- 
ity issue is relevant to the question of 
whether Hoffman is qualified to repre- 
sent the United States at the United 
Nations. 


“A man who has shown himself to 
be totally ignorant of the danger posed 
by the Communist movement in the 
United States — either that, or will- 
fully indifferent to the danger, is ob- 
viously lacking in the intellectual and 
moral equipment necessary to cope 
with the Communist threat abroad. 


“A man who has allowed himself to

FELIX PRANKFURTER 








INCERE AMERICANS old enough 

to know what the United States was 
30 years ago realize that a power, 
which they do not fully understand, 
has taken control of their Country and 
is remaking it to fit the Marxist Eur- 
opean pattern. 


Cunning Marxists, like termites, have 
reached the most influential spots in 
our Government, National and State. 
The increasing trend is toward bank- 
ruptcy, bloodshed and slavery. Few in 
public life feel they are in position, or 
have the courage to speak out, and ex- 
pose the plotters for fear they will be 
smeared, or that the enemy will retal- 
iate, causing them to suffer in a finan- 
cial way. 


It is silly to coast along, while these 
anti-Christian Marxists condition us 
for concentration camps. The master 
minds of the invisible government must 
be exposed. A front page article in the 
Chicago Tribune of May 29, 1950, 
identified three men as leaders in the 
Secret Government of the United States 
— Felix Frankfurter, Herbert Lehman 
and Henry Morgenthau, Jr. 


Frankfurter, at a dinner in 1950, in 
answer to a question stated: “The real 
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rulers of a government are unknown.” 
This man of mystery and power sits on 
the United States Supreme Court. 


Felix Frankfurter is to our Country 
what Harold Lasky was to England and 
Lazar Kaganovich is to the Soviet Un- 
ion. These three king-pin Jews have 
placed Communists in the governments 
of their respective countries. Lazar 
Kaganovich trained and placed hun- 
dreds in key spots in the Soviet Union 
including Malenkov, Khruschev and 
Bulganin. 


While teaching law at Harvard, 
Frankfurter had as his secretary a 
known Communist, and turned out 
many students with bright Communist 
minds. Later when he went to Wash- 
ington under F. D. R., he packed the 
government with hundreds of Commu- 
nists, many being graduates of the Har- 
vard Law School. One of the bright 
young men Frankfurter placed was Al- 
ger Hiss. 


He also placed Wyzanski as a Feder- 
al Judge, who has lately caused an up- 
roar because of his leniency towards 
Communists and dope peddlers. He 
made Biddle Attorney General, Stimp- 
son Secretary of War and Knox Sec- 


retary of the Navy. He also placed 
Dean Acheson as Assistant Secretary 
of State where Acheson was influential 
in turning China over to Communism. 


Two other students he took care of 
were Robert Lovett as Assistant Secre- 
tary of War and John J. McCloy as 


High Commissioner of Germany. 


A few other of his many proteges 
were Nathan Witt, Lee Pressman. Je- 
rome Frank and Lauchlin Currie. 


Westbrook Pegler, in his column of 
July 31, 1948, stated: “A man who 
served with Felix in one of the bureaus 
in Washington in the first World War 
told me not long ago that Felix once 
said to him and some associates that 
he envisioned a situation in which a 
small group of influential men, by au- 
dacity and initiative, could become the 
rulers of the United States by ruling 
the President.” 


Frankfurter’s brother, Otto, is an ex- 
convict who served a term in a West 
Virginia Penitentiary and a term of 
six years in the Iowa State Peniten- 
tiary. He served under other names. 
He was later appointed by Paul G. 
Hoffman to have charge of the Paris 
Office of the Economic Cooperation 
Administration (re-named Marshall 
Plan) which is still giving away bil- 
lions of the tax-payers’ money. 

When Alger Hiss sat at the side of 
the sick and weakened F. D. R., at Yal- 
ta, advising him to turn over Poland, 
East Germany, Estonia, Latvia, Lith- 
uania, and Manchuria to Stalin, he 
was under orders of his former teach- 
er, Frankfurter, Justice of the Supreme 
Court. This job alone may result in 
the eventual enslavement of our Coun- 
try. 

Just before F. D. R. was elected in 
1932, Frankfurter stated if elected, the 
Soviet Union would be recognized by 
the United States. Soon after, F. D. R. 
welcomed Maxim Litvinoff (Finkel- 
stein) to the White House and the So- 
viet Union was recognized just as it 
was about to fall apart. Later when 
Germany was about to conquer Russia 
and end Communism, Frankfurter, 
Rabbi Wise, Henry Morgenthau, Jr. 
and other powerful Jews pressured 
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F. D. R. into bringing war on Germany 
and again saving Communism. 


Let it be noted that Frankfurter’s an- 
tecedents and cultural background have 
been largely international and Euro- 
pean. His patronym suggests that his 
immediate ancestry came from the Ju- 
dengasso in Frankfurt-am-Main, the 
Ghetto which produced Amschel May- 
er, who founded the banking house of 
Rothschild. Coming as an immigrant 
boy he received his education in New 


York. 


The period after the Armistice of 
the First World War found him acting 





the role of internationalist, represent- 
ing the Zionist organization before the 
Peace Conference in Paris, 1919, urg- 
ing that international Jewry take over 
Palestine from the Arabs. 


The reader well may ask, how a man 
of foreign birth and cultural back- 
ground, advocating the principle of 
“extra-territoriality,” and committed to 
the policy of building up an autonom- 
ous homeland for his own race in an- 
other part of the world may be an un- 
prejudiced champion of American na- 
tional policies. The answer is plain — 
he just isn’t.

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OR AMERICANS the practice of 

liberty is an every day vocation. 
This is so true that its familiarity has 
bred, if not contempt, a_ regrettable 
carelessness and lack of appreciation in 
John Doe, common citizen. John, right 
now, seems not only to be taking this 
priceless possession without any sense 
of gratitude whatever; he seems to be 
forgetting the tremendous forces which 
brought him this freedom, and their 
deep influence on our origin and de- 
velopment. 

He forgets, for one thing, that the 
signing of his beloved Declaration of 
Independence was the climax of a po- 
litical revolution which began in a 
spiritual emancipation. Our delectable 
freedom came out of a vast and noble 
courage; it is the direct result of a 
lofty and invincible religious spirit. 


It is almost impossible for us to rea- 
lize the dangers our forefathers were 
inviting when they signed this auda- 
cious instrument. It must have been in 
God’s providence that the appointed 
time had come for the creation of this 
Declaration, for its adoption had an 
instant and epochal effect. 

It enkindled joy and quickened zeal 
for freedom. It encouraged people to 
endure hardships and privation for the 
cause of freedom. It prompted the Con- 
tinental soldier to plunge into the fight 
with a new and dauntless courage and 
determination. It changed a war star- 


ted on the defensive for the redress of 
wrongs into a war for the establish- 
ment of a free and separate govern- 
ment. From that Fourth of July to this 
present hour, it has been the inspira- 
tion for the oppressed of every people 
and nation in this earth. 


This event, and what followed _ it, 
was primarily a spiritual movement. 
We cannot understand America unless 
we first understand that. Men’s minds 
and souls were to be free — free to 
build a new world. The new world was 
to have a new faith, a faith that would 
spread everywhere. “God, who gave 
us life, gave us liberty,” wrote Jeffer- 
son. The new nation was God-origin- 


ated and God-destined. 


Political democracy, as we know it, 
is directly derived from our religious 
principles; and our instruments of gov- 
ernment, in many of their aspects, can 
find their antecedent expressions in our 
free church government. Men of the 
Reformed tradition, nurtured in the 
spirit of freedom, believed that men 
who had faith in God and in human 
dignity could and would make a wor- 
thy nation. 


Let me repeat it: there is only one 
kind of true freedom, and that is free- 
dom under God. Without God, man is 
in unhappy rebellion and anarchy. 
When men do not fear God, they fol- 
low their own willfulness; in the end 
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they become captive to their own sins, 
slaves to evil, destitute of inner illumi- 
nation and cut off from the source and 
center of power. Such men cannot be 
trusted with their own destiny. 


Lacking faith in God, men become 
lawless, and break out in epidemics of 
crime; men without faith require max- 
imum external power and force to con- 
trol them and to destroy the evil which 
they represent. The immovable truth 
of history is that men under God pos- 
sess a higher sense of moral responsi- 
bility and ethical discrimination. It is 
truth that, “where the spirit of the 
Lord is, there is liberty.” 


Guizot once asked James Russell 
Lowell, “How long do you think the 
American Republic will endure?” And 
Lowell replied, “So long as the ideas 
of its founding fathers continue to be 
dominant.” 


Democracy, as we know it, depends 
on religion — the Christian religion. 
If our democracy should vanish, it 
would be because we have not been 
sufficiently Christian. Our noblest 
ideas are religious ideas; our highest 
standards are religious standards; our 
most desired goals are religious goals. 
Allow religion to languish, and democ- 
racy begins to disintegrate. We cannot 
neglect religion or trifle with this in- 
heritance and keep it. We deserve it 
only as we cherish and cultivate it. If 
we are faithful to our trust, then the 
greatest days of the United States are 
ahead.

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thirteen stripes there was a good deal 
of dispute as to their arrangement. 


Captain Samuel C. Reid, command- 
er of the famous privateer, General 
Armstrong, was invited to suggest a 
design for the proposed arrangement 
of stars. He recommended that they be 
formed into one large five-pointed 
star, symbolizing the national motto, 
“E Pluribus Unum,” and that a star be 
added for each new State. 


It was soon found such a plan would 
not be practicable because as the num- 
ber of States increased, the individual 
stars composing the one large star 
would be so small as to be almost in- 
distinguishable. 


The plan of arranging the stars in 
parallel rows was then ” adopted, and 
this arrangement has continued ever 
since. 

The fate of the first flag made under 
the Act of Congress in 1777 is shroud- 





ed in mystery. We do not know wheth- 
er it was ever raised in defense of 
American liberty. Some very important 
events of American history have never 
been made clear. 


Briefly. this is the history of the 
evolution of Old Glory, which is now 
the emblem of the greatest nation in 
the world.

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HETHER you will admit it or not 

there are few of us who do not ex- 
perience fear in one way or another.

There are others who have fears 
regarding their appearance; they are 
afraid of fashions and because of this 
will almost bankrupt themselves to 
keep up with the latest fads and fancies 
and literally sell every virtue to keep 
themselves in style; to them, “keeping 
up with the Joneses” is the biggest thing 
in life. 


There are people afraid of death; to 
them death is completely a mystery and 
an unknown. They shudder and break 
out in beads of perspiration at the very 
thought of dying. 


A doctor said some time ago: “Fears 
are the most disruptive thing we can 
have.” I know a lady who is in a mortal 
dread of germs. She stays inside her 
house. the prisoner of her own fear, 
lest she become exposed. She doesn’t 
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realize that fear itself is more deadly 
than the germ. I know a schoolteacher 
who had a basic fear which brought on 
a stomach ulcer; when she got rid of 
the fear, she got rid of the ulcer. 


A psychologist says: “Fear is not na- 
tural, but faith is. I am so made and 
constructed that worry and anxiety are 
sand in the machinery of life. Faith is 
oil. I live better by faith and confidence 
than by fear, doubt and anxiety.” 


A Johns Hopkins doctor says we do 
not know why it is that worriers die 
sooner than the non-worriers. But that 
is a fact. We are inwardly constructed 
in nerve and tissue and brain cell and 
soul for faith, and not for fear. God 
has made us that way. Therefore, the 
need of faith is not something imposed 
on us dogmatically, but it is written in 
us intrinsically. We cannot live without 
it. To live by worry means harm for 
body as well as of soul. 


Jesus said we are not to fear; we are 
not to be anxious; we are not to fret; 
we are not to worry. The Bible teaches 
that this type of fear is sin. 


The greatest fears are those of death, 
judgment and eternity. And these are 
indeed well-grounded fears, but con- 
fidence in the finished work of Jesus 
Christ on the Cross of Calvary will con- 
quer such fears. If we trust Him we do 
not need to fear judgment, for He 
shows us that the believer shall not 
come into condemnation. 


The Bible declares that for those in 
Christ there is no judgment. The Bible 
declares that the sting of death is gone 
for those who are in Christ. Your fears 


are banished. Your frustrations quiet- 
ed.

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[JONALD M. PILLSBURY, M.D., 
Professor of Dermatology, Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania School of Medi- 
cine writes almost humorously about 
the human skin and the service it ren- 
ders its owner in this life: 


“As a physician whose particular 
special interest has been in diseases af- 
fecting the skin, and as the director of 
a rather large group of university 
scientists interested in the mechanisms 
by which disability, from skin diseases, 
is produced, I would like to say a few 
words on behalf of this large and es- 
sential organ of the body, and some 
of the means by which we, as occu- 
pants of the skin, interfere with its 
normal protective and physiologic 
functions. 


“I am sure that all of you will agree 
that the normal, human skin does an 
admirable job of protecting the indi- 
vidual it contains. It is essential in the 
regulation of our body temperatures; 
it warns us of physical injury; it pro- 
tects us from too much heat, cold or 
sunshine; it promptly kills most harm- 
ful bacteria which come to rest upon 
its surface; it ordinarily heals quickly 
when injured; in short, given half a 
chance, the skin, as the largest organ 
of the body, does a varied and essen- 
tial job with little complaint. It is, 
however, in a particularly vulnerable 
position. 


“If it becomes diseased, no matter 
in how minor a fashion, it is subjected 
to a wide variety of treatments suggest- 
ed by the patient’s relatives, friends 
and physicians. In the view of modern 
cosmetology, the normal skin is never 
quite perfect. We are subject to a con- 
stant stream of suggestion, through the 
press, radio and television, that it is 
too dry; it is too oily; it is coarse; its 
smell is offensive; it develops too many 
pimples; it may give rise to a cancer 
any minute; it is covered with fungi; 
it crawls with germs; it has adolescent 
pimples; it is wrinkled and old; it 
makes one undesirable to one’s boy 
friend, or mistress, or husband, or 
wife, or employer; it sunburns too 
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rapidly; it tans too slowly; it grows 
too much hair; it grows too little hair; 
the hair is the wrong color; the nails 
split; the nails should be red, not pur- 
ple; the hair is too straight, or too 
curly ...”

SOMETIMES think too many people 

just take their skin for granted with- 
out giving it proper care and meditat- 
ing upon the great fact stated by the 
Psalmist, that we are “fearfully and 
wonderfully made.” Certainly the outer 
cover and garment worn by the human 
personality, is deserving of every con- 
sideration. It is stated on good author- 
ity that users of some cosmetics are ex- 
posed to dangers. 


During February and March 1952, 
a House Investigating Committee 
(known as the Delaney Committee) 
held hearings which dealt with the sub- 
ject of poison cosmetics. Some of the 
disclosures were of great value to the 
public. 
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One young woman testified, for in- 
stance, that she purchased a deodor- 
ant to be used as a spray, got some in 
her eyes and had to be hospitalized. 
Another lady reported using a cosmetic 
with the following result: “I broke out 
bright red, and swelled up, and it is 
so painful and itchy that I cannot 
work.”

picture? Well, I am not! 


I am a Bethlehem Christian. Some 
people in the United States have an 
idea that all Arabs are Moslems. This 
is not true, any more than one could 
say that all Americans hold to the same 
religious belief. On the whole, Chris- 
tians and Moslems get along well to- 
gether, living as neighbors in the coun- 
tries of the Middle East. 


It is a misfortune that Americans 
and Arabs do not know each other 
better. Those who do become acquaint- 
ed, uniformly develop high standards 
of mutual respect. I have noted this to 
be so. 


In my city, Bethlehem, ninety-nine 
percent of the popuiation is Christian. 
In the Republic of Lebanon, sixty per- 
cent of the Arabs are Christians. One 
refugee camp, composed of Arabs ex- 
pelled from their homes by Zionist 
invaders, has in it over five thousand 
Arab Christians. 


We observe with pain, much false 
propaganda apparently put out to con- 
fuse American thinking and to disturb 
relations between the two peoples. Even 
in Collier’s Encyclopedia, page 384 of 
Volume. three, a picture of Bethlehem 
is shown to be a part of Israel. 


How could such a glaring inaccuracy 
be published? Bethlehem is still in 


Arab hands, which explains why its 
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Christian shrines and holy places have 
been preserved. 


The Arabs, despite the tragedy of 
Palestine, still have faith in the people 
of the United States. They admire the 
American citizen, his honesty and 
achievements. But they know also that 
Zionist propaganda often hinders nor- 
mal, mutual understanding. 


Take as an illustration, the response 
of the people of Bethlehem to Dr. Ger- 
ald B. Winrod’s memorial address to 
the Arab world last year, delivered by 
radio from Jerusalem. It came like a 
cool breath of air and a drink of fresh 
water on a desert oasis. He spoke as 
both an American patriot and an un- 
derstanding friend of the Arabs. 


That message, delivered at the heart 
of the world’s greatest “sore spot” did 
more to create a friendly feeling on the 
part of Arabs than anything I can 
think of, in recent years. It should 
have been followed up by similar ges- 
tures by parties on both sides. 


Americans have nothing to lose, and 
it seems to me much to gain, by cast- 
ing an occasional friendly smile in this 
direction. 


SACRED SHRINES 


We have a report of a talk made at 
one of the colleges in California by an 
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American newspaper reporter after 
traveling through the Middle East, in 
which he is reported to have said: 
“The United States cannot hope to buy 
Arabs simply with money; they will 
spit on the American dollar for the 
sake of justice and freedom.” 


Arabs were taught a severe lesson 
by the tragedy of Palestine in 1948 
when they saw their possessions stolen, 
homes taken, lands pillaged, women 
raped and murdered, and lives destroy- 
ed at the merciless hands of the Zionist 
underworld. 


I witnessed this tragedy from begin- 
ning to end. Born of a Christian fam- 
ily, in the city where the Prince of 
Peace was born, I saw peace snatched 
away by an invasion of anti-Christ 
elements which should never have been 
allowed to occur. 


With my own eyes, I have seen Arab 
refugees — men, women, boys, girls, 
infants, pregnant women and old peo- 
ple by the thousands frightened, hun- 
gry, thirsty, half-naked, running for 
miles, tired, bruised, wounded and 
bleeding, leaving everything behind be- 
cause the Jews had moved in. 


Parents compelled to watch their 
daughters be raped and murdered, then 
they themselves be chased from their 
homes like cattle, forced to set up re- 
fugee camps where over a million 
Arabs are still languishing at starva- 
tion levels, burned in the summer and 
frozen in the winter. Even their Church- 
es and Mosques were not spared the 
bombs and bullets of the Zionists. 


And I have heard of some Christians 
in America implying, if not actually 
stating, that these crimes enjoyed the 
blessing of God because carried out by 
Jews! Such an affirmation attributes 
immorality to the Almighty — some- 
thing that I and other Bethlehem Chris- 


tians cannot accept. 


If the Jews ever make good their 
threat of overrunning Jordan (may 
God forbid), Christians of the world 
need not be surprised to see the Tomb 
of Christ obliterated and the Hill of 
Calvary leveled. The Moslems saw 
something as bad attempted when the 
Zionists tried six times to wipe the 
Mosque of Omar off the Dome of the 
Rock — an edifice which by no stretch 
of the imagination could have been 
considered a military target. 
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Jordanians therefore liked these 
words spoken by Dr. Winrod over the 
radio in the broadcast from Jerusalem 
alluded to above: 


“TI have been asked for an expression 
about the preservation of the holy 
places of the great religions in this 
part of the world. I have very definite 
ideas and convictions on this subject. 
Today I visited Jerusalem’s beautiful 
Mosque of Omar. It was an experience 
that I shall never forget. This famous 
structure has captured the imagination 
of peoples in all parts of the world. 
My good friend, Jerusalem’s esteemed 
citizen, Mr. Solomon John Mattar, took 
time out of his busy life to serve as my 
guide. I shall long remember this 
trip. 

“But I saw that ugly marks, bad 
scars, angry wounds had been inflicted 
upon this famous building. Glass was 
broken. Walls were defaced. Tile was 
marred. I made inquiry and was told 
that this defacement resulted from at- 
tacks by Zionists during the Palestine 
conflict of 1948. I was told that this 
Mosque, which symbolizes the faith of 
Islam, had been mercilessly shelled. 


“Thousands of Americans visit the 
sacred religious shrines of the Holy 
Land every year. They shudder at the 
thought of them ever being desecrated 
— the Manger where Christ was born 
at Bethlehem, Gethsemane, Bethany, 
the Tomb of Lazarus, the Hill of Cal- 
vary, the Garden of the Tomb and 
many other places. These are the most 
sacred spots, the most sacred pieces of 
earth on this planet, and it seems to 
me should be protected by internation- 
al agreements. They belong to all na- 
tions.” 


SHAMEFUL TREATMENT 


Is there a more shameful crime in 
history than the treatment leveled 
against Palestinian Arabs? Where are 
the human rights of self-determina- 
tion? What has become of the princi- 
ples and ideals of democracy? Who 
knows what has become of the UN de- 
clarations? Are Arabs to be penalized 
because their enemies are Jews? 


There are sixty million Arabs in the 
world, a sizeable block of humanity 
whose friendship the United States and 
other nations of the West may some 
day need. Why sacrifice and destroy 
such a reservoir of good-will for the 
sake of a handful of Zionists, who ap- 
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pear willing to ignite the flames of an- 
other war, if such action seems to suit 
their purpose? 

During World War II, the Germans, 
Japanese and Italians were defeated 
but they are still in possession of their 
countries and live in their homes. On 
the other hand, the poor Arab refugees 
did not fight at all, lost no war, and 
were yet driven from their native soil, 
not allowed to return. 


Despite the human right of self-de- 
termination and UN declarations that 
the refugees have a right to go back to 
their homes, the Zionists stand at the 
door with bombs and machine guns 
forbidding entrance. Can anything be 
said in favor of their actions? 


Time and again they have overrun 
the borders to mercilessly attack the 
helpless, unarmed, half-starved, _half- 
naked refugees in the camps. This was 
particularly true at the Gaza Strip un- 
til outraged public opinion made pos- 
sible the putting up of barriers. 


Israel, planted by force in Arab ter- 
ritory, has had the consequence of cre- 
ating anti-Jewish feeling throughout the 
Middle East, something that did not 
previously exist. Arab and Jew got 
alone well together, each going his 
separate way but living peacefully, un- 
til Zionism came. 


Arabs are disillusioned, but not re- 
sentful, knowing they have been be- 
trayed. This being true, a realization 
has come over them, that they must 
now shift for themselves. The balance 
of political power is being upset in our 
part of the world, but we do not feel 
responsible. 


Israel’s great military strength and 
open threat that they were going to 
sweep everything from the Nile to the 
Euphrates, made it necessary for Arabs 
to prepare to defend themselves or face 
possible annihilation. Arab appeals, re- 
peatedly made to the nations of the 
West were ignored. I for one pray that 
the United States will take note of our 
tears, and demonstrate the humanitar- 
ian attitude which has so many times 
characterized her dealings with other 
persecuted peoples. 


In World War I, the British encour- 
aged both Arabs and Jews to take the 
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part of the Allies against the Germans 
and Turks. Great Britain promised 
through the “Max Mahon Letters” a 
united Arabia to Sharif Hussain, Emir 
of Mecca. On the other hand, she prom- 
ised through the “Balfour Declara- 
tion,” Palestine to the Zionists. Two 
different promises to two different peo- 
ple at one time! This opened the pres- 
ent vacuum. 


When Arabs wanted to come togeth- 
er, France stepped in by force of arms 
and captured Syria and Lebanon. Not 
a finger was raised to interfere. These 
countries extricated themselves and 
France has hated the Arabs ever since. 


AMERICA HOLDS THE KEY 


An attempt is being made by Com- 
munism to fill the vacuum. What can 
the Arab answer when Communist pro- 
paganda says in the Middle East: 


“Do you still believe in America and 
the West? Look what they did for you. 
They foisted Zionism upon you. Chris- 
tian America has joined sides with the 
sworn enemies of Christianity and Is- 
lam. Now what do you think? Look 
about you, see the fate of a million 
refugees. What has the West done to 
alleviate their suffering? Death and de- 
struction await you at the hands of Is- 
rael’s powerfully armed forces if you 
continue to rely upon the West.” 


The best hope of bringing about 
peace in the Middle East is for the peo- 
ple of the United States to acquire an 
understanding of our problem. Then 
the whole world can rely upon their 
sense of fairness to be reflected in the 
decisions of their leaders. Arabs are 
only hurt, not bitter. 


If Americans develop an understand- 
ing attitude, present vexing problems 
will be solved. A solution depends up- 
on the will of America. 


The virtues and achievements of the 
American people are known and ap- 
preciated by the Arab world. This ex- 
plains why for so many years every 
kind of effort has been made to culti- 
vate them. Arabs know they have been 
spurned, pushed around and misused. 


Changes at a few points could better 
the whole situation and produce a spir- 
it of amity. May God grant that these 
changes shall be made before it is too 
late — is the prayer of this humble 
Bethlehemite, in the Name of the di- 
vine Saviour ... Amen.

MIDDLE EAST 
HE RESIGNATION of Moshe Shar- 


ett as Foreign Minister of Israel, is 
definitely the result of his objection to 
Ben Gurion’s demands for an immed- 
iate war of aggression in the guise of 
a “preventative war.” Close monitor- 
ing of the Jewish press in recent weeks 
reveals the development of a campaign, 
world-wide in scope, to condition 
all to accept Israel’s coming attack 
against the Arabs, to take over all the 
Middle East.

last May, but delayed because of in- 
ternal bickering.

Much of this money is to go to bring

The millions being raised in the 
USA for the Israel-Arab war is solicit- 
ed by (of all things) a “Committee to 
Save the Middle East from Commu- 
nism.”

In one 
of his books, Hecht caused a character 
to say: 


“One of the finest things ever done 
by the mob was the crucifixion of 
Christ.

If I'd charge of executing Christ I’d 
have handled it differently. You see, 
what I’d have done was had him ship- 
ped to Rome and fed to the lions. They 
never could have made a saviour out 
of mince meat.” 


It was this same Hecht who, just be- 
fore the State of Israel was created by 
Harry Truman et al, ran a full-page 
advertisement in the largest dailies ad- 
dressed to the terrorists of Palestine. 
reading in part: “The Jews of Ameri- 
ca are for you. You are their cham- 
pions. Every time you blow up a Brit- 
ish arsenal, or wreck a British jail, or 
send a British railroad sky-high, or 
rob a British Bank, or let go with your 
guns and bombs at the British betray- 
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ers and invaders of your homeland, 
the Jews of America make a little holi- 
day in their hearts.” 


In his recent biography, Hecht tells 
of the aftermath of his ad: 


“One day the door of my room open- 
ed and a tall white-haired man entered. 
It was Bernard Baruch, my first Jewish 
social visitor. He sat down, observed 
me for a moment and then spoke. ‘I am 
on your side,’ said Baruch. “The only 
way the Jews will ever get anything is 
by fighting for it. I’d like you to think 
of me as one of your Jewish fighters 
in the tall grass with a long gun. I’ve 
always done my best work that way, 
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out of sight’. 


The above, as quoted in the Cana- 
dian Intelligence Digest, is quite in 
line with the entry in Morgenthau’s 
diaries, as reported in the Chicago Tri- 
bune of May 31st by Willard Edwards, 


the Tribune’s ace reporter: 


“Morgenthau mentioned that Wil- 
liam L. Clayton, multi-millionaire cot- 
ton broker then serving as assistant 
state secretary for economic affairs, 
had shown signs of relenting on a 
harsh policy towards Germany since 
President Roosevelt’s death, nine days 
earlier. ‘I will cut his (Clayton’s) heart

STUDENT SPONSORS NEEDED 








HE PICTURE shown below was 

made late in May, this year, during 
Commencement exercises at the De- 
fenders Theological Seminary in Rio 
Piedras, Puerto Rico. It shows part of 
one of the audiences assembled in 
Springer Hall during the week of spe- 
cial meetings. The Class of 21 Gradu- 
ates, and members of the Faculty, were 
seated in the foreground when the pic- 
ture was taken. 


Many years of prayer and toil, coup- 
led with sacrificial giving by Defender 
missionary constituents, have gone in- 
to this undertaking. A new crew of 
trained native leaders goes out, each 
year, according to the pattern laid 
down by the greatest of all Missionar- 
ies in Matthew 9:37-38. 


The end result is that the number of 
indigenous Defender Churches in Puer- 
to Rico and other Spanish areas of the 
world is steadily increasing ... the de- 
mand for schoolteachers, pastors, 
evangelists, missionaries and other 
Christian workers is being met 
through the preaching and expansion 
of the Gospel, a steady stream of new 
converts are being won to Christ and 











recorded in “God’s book of remem- 
brance.” 

The Seminary is scheduled to enter 
its twelfth year next month. Prepara- 
tions are in progress. From all indica- 
tions, the Freshman Class will be the 
largest in the school’s history. The cur- 
riculum will feature this year, the same 
as in the past, subjects that promise to 
be of greatest practical value in the 
task of soul-winning. 

Because of the poverty which exists 
in Puerto Rico, students are not able 
to finance their schooling. Their edu- 
cation must be underwritten by Chris- 
tians residing in the United States. 
Friends who thus contribute to the sup- 
port of students, for nine consecutive 
months, are known as “Sponsors.” 

Each Sponsor receives a photograph, 
biographical sketch and personal testi- 
mony of his student, with regular re- 
ports of progress made in the class- 
rooms. Sponsors are asked to pray 
daily for their students, and AE od 
for their Sponsors. 

By practicing economy, the Semin- 
ary is able to operate at a cost of 
$17.50 per student, each month. This 


provides for such basic needs as food. 
dormitory accommodations, books and 
minor incidentals. 


The time has come when Sponsors 
must be secured for students of the 
1956-57 school year. This is a matter 
of great urgency for the reason that the 
Seminary has no other means of finan- 
cial support. Operating costs from 
year to year are covered by the SPON- 
SOR PLAN. Students are wholly de- 
pendent upon missionary givers in the 
United States for their training. 


Many letters have been received at 
Wichita Headquarters from Sponsors 
of past years, expressing pleasure and 
thanks for the opportunity of sharing 
in this unique missionary ministry. 
They have found satisfaction from 
knowing that their money (one hun- 
dred cents of each dollar) went direct- 
ly to the field, invested in the education 
and training of a deserving man or 
woman.

THE KING REIGNETH! 
Dr. A. D. Hurt ... Boise Gos- 
pel Tabernacle, durable bind- 
ing, 120 pages, price $1.00. 











De®: HURT opens new vistas of theo- 

logical thought. He invites his read- 
ers to explore what will be to many a 
new continent of biblical truth. Being 
an original thinker, he cannot accept 
eschatological interpretations predigest- 
ed, like breakfast cereal. His book re- 
flects a vast amount of research and 
many years of Bible study. 


From the first page which contains 
a personal testimony, to the last chap- 
ter exalting Christ as King of His King- 
dom, the reader knows and feels that 
he is reading after a sweet-spirited and 
spiritually-minded writer ... in no 
sense belligerent, arrogant or self-opin- 
ionated. 


There are no sharp edges or harsh 
climaxes. As to literary construction, 
the book might even be criticized as 
lacking concrete dividing lines. The 
story moves slowly, unbroken, almost 
stealthily, reminding one of a quiet 
stream flowing toward a given place 
on the map. 


The thought-trend thus created, 
sweeps away many ideas and interpre- 





tations which Dr. Hurt regards as be- 
ing contrary to consistent Scriptural 
exegesis. The controversy (and this 
book is controversial) centers around 
the use and interpretation of the word 
“Kingdom.” 


What does the term mean in the New 





Testament sense? Who are members of 
the Kingdom? What are the advantag- 
es of Kingdom membership? Will 
there be some kind of a “special king- 
dom” for Jews? re oy 

















“IT believe,” says Dr. Hurt, “that 
truth when freed from the wrappings 
of tradition and private interpretation 
is well within the grasp and under- 
standing of all spiritual people.” 


Under the headings Perfection and 
Catastrophe, the tragedy of Eden is 
discussed — a fundamental considera- 
tion to all that follows in unravelling 
the story of man’s redemption. This is 
followed by a glimpse at the blood-line 
running from Eden to the Manger, and 
the illuminated souls who made this de- 
posit of truth available to the human 
family. “These great men placed their 


faith in God. Hebrews 11.” 


Satan, the adversary, has opposed 
the redemptive program step by step, 
down across the centuries. “It was in 
the land of Shinar that the tower build- 
ers defied the authority of God. Their 
intention was to build a monument of 
such dimensions and beauty as to at- 
tract the wonder of the world. At the 
top they planned an altar where they 
would offer sacrifices and worship 
their heathen deities. It was a colossal 
plan to divert worship from the true 


God.” 


Defiance continues to the present 
hour. Jewish leaders whom Jesus de- 
nounced as being of “your father the 
devil,” were mediums of the same op- 
position. 

Abraham was divinely chosen to 
keep the light of revealed truth shin- 
ing, regarding the one true God. He 
started currents flowing, like a Gulf 
Stream in the ocean of humanity, to in- 
fluence subsequent generations. “Get 
thee out of thy country.” Genesis 12:1. 
Abraham was transplanted, typifying 
the child of God under New Testament 
guidance, whose roots are transplanted 
from the world into Christ. 





The Old Testament is replete with 
references to a wonderful Kingdom that 
would be established on the earth. 
“For centuries preceding the days of 
John the Baptist, the prophets gave 
glowing accounts of the days to come.” 


Dr. Hurt contends, and offers sub- 
stantiating evidence, that this prophet- 
ic trend found its counterpart when the 
Son of God came in the flesh. An ever- 
lasting Kingdom was established, com- 
plete and indestructible. Membership 
is predicated upon the experience of 
the new birth. 


Born again believers are members of 
an eternal Kingdom. They are called 
out of the world and into Christ. Col- 
lectively they comprise the true Israel. 
The kingdom of ancient Israel was 
called out of, and separated from, pa- 
gan nations, thereby typifying the 
Kingdom of Christ. There is no future 
kingdom in store for any particular 
racial group. 

This interpretation invalidates all 


ideas of “racial salvation” being con- 








ferred upon Jewry as taught by some 


Bi ble teachers. 


Dr. Hurt says: “One of the greatest 
truths concerning the Kingdom of God 
is that it would be universal and eter- 
nal. To stand forever demands that it 
be established upon truth and justice. 
God, being as He is, could not be a 
respecter of persons. All men had sin- 
ned and needed a Saviour. Christ came 
to save whosoever would be saved and 
to offer His Kingdom to men of all 
races and languages alike. Through 
the new birth, entrance into His King- 
dom is offered to all.” 


Your review editor notes that the 
foregoing comments have taken him 
through only the first 22 pages of Dr. 
Hurt’s book ... leaving approximately 
100 pages untouched due to limitation 
of space. Divine preparations for the 
establishing of the Kingdom, its offic- 
ial inauguration and ultimate triumph, 
are among important phases of the 
treatise that cannot be discussed. 


Bible students, regardless of denom-

Puls IS a companion to the author’s 

earlier monograph, “Shall We For- 
feit Formosa?” He lives on Formosa 
and writes as an eyewitness, mission- 
ary observer in the Far East. 


In a letter to a friend reproduced in 
the opening pages, Mr. Hillis says: 
“What I say, I have not learned from 
books, but from actual experience 
while living in Communist China. If 
you feel that I express myself rather 
strongly, remember I am 6.000 miles 
closer to Red China than you are. Just 
20 minutes from here, Communist jet 
planes are ready to strike if Mao Tze- 
Tung gives the order. I have seen my 
fellow Christians in China suffer, and 
I know what they are going through 
today. I suffer with them.” 


Mr. Hillis answers eight questions 
of paramount importance. boiling what 
he has to say down to a minimum of 
words, averaging four pages to each 
answer: 

Why oppose Communism? Why Did 
China Fall? Is Communism a Relig- 
ion? Can We Coexist? To Avoid War 
Should We Recognize Red China? Cai 
We Counter Attack Communism? Our 
Foreign Policv? Do the Communists 
Want America? 

Mr. Hillis’ caliber and capacity for 
straight thinking is illustrated by his 
answer to the second question, “Why 
Did China Fall?” Three reasons have 
been given (1) The Chinese chose 
Communism, (2) Corruption in 
Chiang’s government and (3) Pro- 
Communist policies and pressures from 
Washington by the New Deal admin- 
istration. 


The first two are shown to be wholly 
wrong. The real reason is the third: 


“I was in China when it happened. 
United States advisors were sent with 
orders to instruct President Chiang to 
take the Communists into his govern- 
ment. The President held his ground. 
He realized that Communism was dia- 
bolical and devilish, and that its pro- 
gram was to enslave the world. If need 
be, he would give up American friend- 
ship but would not accept the Commu- 
nists.” 


Mr. Hillis says Red China is march- 
ing — “marching into South East Asia, 
trampling freedom under her feet as 
she goes” ... and hopes to march into 
the United Nations. Many reasons are 
presented explaining why this should 
not be permitted! 





R. SPIRA SAYS: “An enlightened 

nation, brought up to use its own 
intelligence, refuses point blank to be 
told without adequate explanation what 
people should or should not do in mat- 
ters affecting the health of each one of 
them.

SECURE IN CHRIST 
Matt. 6:25-34: I John 2:28 to 5:21. 











EMORY TEXT: “This is the vic- 
tory that overcometh the world, 
even our faith.” I John 5:4. 


The general plan and pattern of the lesson is 
as follows: 
A. The life in Christ assures peace of mind 
and heart. Matthew 6:25-32. 


B. The life in Christ assures both eternal and 
material advantages. Matthew 6:33. 


C. The life in Christ assures normal and 
pleasant social relationships. I John 3:23. 


D. A choice must be made between Christ and 
Antichrist. I Jehn 4:1-3. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “FAITH.” 


Anxiety is tortuous. People often 
worry and fret and stew without cause. 
Many of our troubles never material- 
ize. Jesus has something to say on this 
subject in today’s lesson. These verses 
contain eight questions worded in a 
way to give Christ’s followers assur- 
ance against anxiety. 


Anxiety in adversity bewails present 
hardships, and anticipates greater ca- 
lamities; and in prosperity dreads re- 
versal of circumstances, and _fore- 
bodes changes that will be disastrous. 
Such a state of mind and heart, our 
Lord teaches, is: 


Unthankful. Distrust dishonors God. 
Anxiety is ingratitude. “Is not your 
life more precious than meat (food) ?” 


Unreasonable. Christ seldom reasons. 
He asserts. But here He reasons. “Why” 
and “how.” The unreasonableness of 
anxiety is reasoned along these lines: 
Has not the Heavenly Father cared for 
the needs of His children in the past, 
why then doubt the future? As Creator 
He has provided body and life. Can He 
not supply food and clothing? If He 
provides the needs of nature, is He 
likely to forsake human nature? Trust 
God. Rest upon omnipotence. Have

faith. “Underneath are the everlasting 
arms.” 


Unbelieving. Flowers and birds are 
preachers of trust to men of little faith. 
They do not plant or spin, but they 
subsist, being incapable of doubting 
God’s providential care. 


Unchristian. Verse 32 refers to pa- 
gans who do not understand the divine 
will of provision, but followers of 
Christ are in position to know better. 
The words “O ye of little faith” could 
be applied to many professed Chris- 
tians who today deny God proper con- 
sideration in temporal matters. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS MATTHEW 
6:33. 


“But seek ye first the kingdom of 
God, and his righteousness; and _ ll 
these things shall be added unto you.” 


This verse is both vertical and hori- 
zontal, spiritual and material. It em- 
braces and ties together everything pre- 
viously stated in our Lord’s discourse 
about divine provision. First, adjust- 
ment to God through membership in 
the spiritual kingdom ... and second 
the supply of “all these things” of life 
at material levels. 


In other words, say Grace at the 
table, expressing Thanksgiving for ma- 
terial blessings, acknowledging depend- 
ence upon the Heavenly Father for both 
eternal and natural sustenance. Such an 
attitude assures adjustment in two 
worlds, the right state of the heart to 
heavenly and earthly things. 


“All these (material) things” follow 
in natural order like provision made 
for “the fowls of the air” and “the 
lilies of the field.” And so we are told 
to “take no thought for the morrow.” 
Relax and rest assured that the Heaven- 
ly Father cares for you! 


Dr. G. Campbell Morgan says: “The 
Lord’s argument here is not that we 
are to cease our sowing and reaping 
and gathering, but that if He takes care 
of those who cannot do such things, 
much more will He take care of those 
who can. These birds of the air are 
without rational forethought. By com- 
parison with men there can be no toil- 
ing, no sowing, no reaping, no gather- 
ing. But Jesus says, God has given you 
the power of rational forethought, and 
much more will He take care of you. 
It is not that we are to neglect the use 
of reason, or forethought, or prepara- 
tion. It is not that we are to take no 
thought — unhappy mistranslation — 


i 





but that we are to take thought for the 
morrow without anxiety, knowing that, 
as God cares for the birds He will more 
perfectly take care of us.” 


(3) THE KEY FACT: A CONFLICT 
EXISTS BETWEEN CHRIST AND 
ANTICHRIST. 


The bulk of today’s lesson is on posi- 
tive lines, reflected in such terms as 
“seek,” “ask,” “know,” “believe,” “as- 
sure,” “confidence,” etc. But one very 
important segment introduces the nega- 
tive, I John 4:1, “Beloved, believe not 
every spirit, but try the spirits whether 
they are of God: because many false 


prophets are gone out into the world.” 


Dr. William G. Moorehead says: 
“The right to judge teachers and to 
test doctrine belongs to all Christians. 
Never perhaps has there been more 
need of trying the spirits than now. 
The Apostle furnishes two infallible 
tests of both teachers and teaching. The 
first relates to Christ’s person and 
work. What do they say of Him? What 
is their doctrine concerning Him? Do 
they deny His mission? His deity? His 
virgin birth? His resurrection? 

“If they do, then they are of the 
spirit of Antichrist, they are enemies 
of the blessed Lord Jesus, and there- 
fore no believer in Him can hold fel- 
lowship with them. The second is their 
following: “They are of the world; the 
world heareth them.’ God’s children 
are not of this company nor can be. ‘A 
stranger will they not follow, but will 
flee from him; for they know not the 
voice of strangers.’ These are sure tests 
both of profession and of character.” 


John was not only answering the 
shabby denials of the Gnostics. He was 
giving a test for all time. He laid down 
the basic principle from which later 
came the creeds of Christianity. Writ- 
ers of creeds have argued over points 
of faith, but John’s statement on the 
deity of Christ left no room for doubt 
or questions. 


“Every spirit that confesseth that Je- 
sus Christ is come in the flesh is of 
God. Every spirit that confesseth not 

. is antichrist.”

Matthew 4:1-11: James 1.

The general plan and pattern of the lesson is 
as follows:

(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “TEMPTATION.” 


The word “temptation” and its deriv- 
atives appear eight times in a few vers- 
es that comprise the text of today’s 
lesson. Resistance develops strength 
and builds muscle. This is true in phy- 
sical exercise. The same principle ap- 
plies in the realm of the soul. Christ’s 
followers grow _ strong by resisting 
temptation. 


Three major facts come into focus 
in studying Matthew 4:1-11, (a) Je- 
sus recognizes the supernatural char- 
acter of the Scriptures, (b) the inci- 
dent shows that Satan is a personal be- 
ing of great power and (c) temptation 
can be successfully resisted and Satan 


defeated. 


The Bible is printed on the same 
paper and with the same ink as other 
books. The same type and bindings are 
used. But its words are organized dif- 
ferently. Jesus knew this to be the 
case and used Scripture to resist the 
tempter. 


“Command that these stones be made 
bread,” said the adversary. The Master 
answered by quoting Deuteronomy 8:3. 
“Cast thyself down,” continued the 
tempter. Jesus again quoted Moses, 
this time employing Deuteronomy 6:16. 
Satan then offered Him the kingdoms 
of the world. The final rebuff required 
the use of Deuteronomy 6:13. 


Dr. John Henry Jowett says: “What 
is this Word of God which we are to 
flash through all falsehood like the 
thrust of a gleaming sword? Well, 
first of all, it is the Word of divine 
truth. We are to use God’s thought 
about a thing in fighting all other 
thoughts about that thing. Further- 
more, this Word of God is also the 





word of divine commandment as laid 
upon the will, divinely revealing our 
personal duty. Finally, the Word of 
God is the Word of divine promise, 
laying God’s strengthening comfort up- 
on the heart.” 


(2) THE KEY VERSE OF THE LES- 
SON IS JAMES 1:12. 


“Blessed is the man that endureth 
temptation.” 


James, “the Lord’s brother” (see 
Galatians 1:19) who became a leading 
elder of the Church at Jerusalem, wrote 
these words. He designated himself as 
“the bond slave of Jesus Christ” (see 
James 1:1). His epistle came as a chal- 
lenge to fellow-Christians to put the 
lofty ethical and religious teachings of 
the Gospel into daily practice. To do 
this, they would have to know how to 
ward off the blows of Satan. 


“The trying of your faith worketh 
patience.” James was writing to peo- 
ple who were having a rough time. 
They were exiles, wanderers, scattered 
abroad by persecution. James wished 
them to see their trials and sufferings 
as something about which to rejoice, 
rather than a source of sorrow, self- 
pity or self-resignation. 


They should not be sitting down and 
weeping over their troubles, but up, 
active, using them to build strength 
and endurance. Their position was like 
that of the athlete in training, who 
“suffers” by denying himself certain 
foods, luxuries, recreations and ordin- 
ary pleasures of ordinary people, in or- 
der to harden himself for the contest 
ahead. James rejoices in trials and 
sufferings as an athlete rejoices in the 
training that enables him to win the 
contest. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: TEMPTATION 
CAN BE MADE TO SERVE A USE- 
FUL PURPOSE. 


Dr. Robert R. Brown says: “A con- 
stant dealing with temptation sharpens 
our minds and enables us to cut 
through the curtain of worldly pomp 
and vanity until we can see plainly the 
law of God. We do not gain undiluted 
wisdom by living in a vacuum. Wis- 
dom is not a native quality. It grows 
slowly with the constant making of de- 
cisions between what is right and what 
is expedient. 


“When left in their comfort our 
minds betray us. They either rational- 
ize and compromise and justify all 
manner of evil to our satisfaction, or 
else they permit a hard crust of indif- 
ference to form over the brain, which 
makes proper choices impossible. 


“We should welcome Satan’s cun- 
ning whisper as a_ stimulant which 
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arouses us to battle. It should be con- 
sidered as a danger cry which alerts 
all our mental defenses. 


“Like steel wool and sandpaper, 
temptation should be used to rub the 
dust from our minds with its constant 
friction and bring to them their po- 
tential luster. Without continual test- 
ing, we would be dull indeed, dull and 
intellectually indifferent to the prob- 
lems of right and wrong.” 


Holiness, not happiness, is the goal 
of life. It so happens that this state 
cannot be attained without weights and 
burdens, crosses and thorns, hardships 
and tribulations. A little boy wanted to 
know why vitamins are always in spin- 
ach and never’ in ice cream. Professor 
Toynbee, the historian, in his chapter, 
“The Stimulus of Blows,” shows how 
hardy civilizations have come into ex- 
istence in response to great challenges. 
The same is true of hardy Christians.

BROTHERLY LOVE, 
THE BELIEVER’S BADGE 


Luke 6:27-31: 10:37: James 2. 











EMORY TEXT: “If ye fulfil the 
royal law according to the scrip- 
ture, Thou shalt love thy neighbour as 
thyself, ye do well.” James 2:8. 
The general plan and pattern of the lesson is 


as follows: 


A. Three fundamental Christian principles em- 
phasized — love, faith and works. James 
2:1-9 & 14-20. 

B. Faith without works is dead. 


C. The story of the Good Samaritan and its 
application in the life of the Christian. 
Luke 10:30-37. 

D. The Golden Rule. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “LOVE.” 


Unlike other New Testament Epistles, 
the book of James was addressed to 
Christians in general, instead of any 
particular Church. It is a document of 
discipline. James made stern demands 
for righteous conduct. “Be ye doers of 
the word, and not hearers only, deceiv-

ing your own selves.” James wanted 
results. 

He used vigorous language, even 
sarcasm, to combat the idea which had 
grown up in the Churches, inherited 
from Judaism, of substituting a lifeless, 
inoperative acquaintance with the let- 
ter of the law, for a change of heart 
and practical holiness. “Shew me thy 
faith without thy works, and I will 
shew thee my faith by my works.” 


Two sets of facts are placed on ex- 
hibition in James, chapter two, (a) a 
natural climate of brotherly love be- 
tween true Christians, and (b) the mu- 
tual relation of faith and works in 
Christian life. 

Verses 1 to 9 inclusive show how 
brotherly love exists in Christian cir- 
cles that are genuine, without regard 
to the social position of the individual. 


Verses 14 to 20 show that faith with- 
out works is incomplete. Real faith and 
righteous works are inseparably con- 
nected. They are respectively like foun- 
dation and building. The foundation is 
worthless without the superstructure. 
On the other hand, the edifice is im- 
possible without the base. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS LUKE 6:31. 


“And as ye would that men should 
do to you. do ye also to them likewise.” 


These words, aptly called the Golden 
Rule. were spoken by the Christ as part 
of a discourse on the practice of broth- 
erly love. With them, the story of the 
Good Samaritan (Luke 10:30-37) is 
associated. These lines of thought 
blend with James’ teaching on the ex- 
pression of love, faith and works in 
the daily walk of the Christian. 


Dr. R. D. H. Lenski says: “Christ’s 
Golden Rule has appealed to many, yet 
only true disciples have understood it 
and found the power to translate it in- 
creasingly into their lives.” 

Samaritans were hated by Jews and 
publicly denounced as human scum in 
the synagogues, but Jesus took their 
side. He immortalized one of their 
number as the Good Samaritan. 


Dr. Lenski says: “Samaritans were 
cursed. To eat their food was equal to 





eating swine’s flesh. It was better to 
suffer than to take their help. The Jew 
never wished to see a Cuthite (base 
name for Samaritan). To make the 
man who showed love so perfectly in 
this illustration, ‘a Samaritan’, ‘must 
have caused a sensation.” 


The parable concludes: “Which now 
of these three, was neighbour unto him 
that fell among the thieves? He that 
shewed mercy on him. Then said Jesus, 
Go, and do thou likewise.” 

“O exquisite, matchless teaching! 
What new fountains of charity has not 
this opened up in the human spirit — 
rivers in the wilderness, streams in the 
desert! What noble Christian institu- 
tions. have not such words founded, all 
undreamed of till that wonderous One 
came to bless this heartless world of 
ours with His incomparable love!” — 
Jamieson, Fausset & Brown Commen- 
tary. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: LOVE NEVER 
FAILETH. 


James speaks of brotherly love in 
Christian circles as “the royal law.” 
To this law, all other duties and deal- 
ings with our fellows are subordinate. 
This is a “glory that excelleth” and a 
principle that “never faileth.” 


When a rosebud forms, if the soil is 
soft and the sky congenial, it will soon 
burst in beauty and pour out sweet per- 
fume from its inner nature. It bursts 
before long, because the life within is 
so abundant that expression must be 
quickly found. 

In blossomed brightness and swim- 
ming fragrance, the rosebud must 
needs let forth its joy and gladden all 
the air. If when thus ripe, expression 
and expansion is impossible due to 
some existing condition or circum- 
stance. it would quickly rot at heart 
and die. 

Christian love is just piety with its 
petals fully spread, expressing and de- 
veloping itself, making this a happier 
world. The religion which fancies that 
it loves God, and never evinces love to 
a brother, is not piety, but a poor mil- 
dewed theology, a dogma with dry rot 
at the heart.

September 9, 1956 
HUMAN DISCORD 
AND ADJUSTMENTS 


Luke 22:31-34, 56-62: James, 
Chapters 3 & 4 


EMORY TEXT: “Follow peace 
with all men.” Hebrews 12:14. 


The general plan and pattern of the lesson is 
as follows: 














A. Satan caused Peter to stumble and fall. 
Luke 22:31. 

B. The members and habits of the human body 
must be kept under control. James 3:4-5. 

C. The source of war and all human discord. 
James 4:1-4. 

D. The Christian life is a warfare. James 4:7. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “SATAN.” 


James likened the human heart to a 
fountain and a tree. “Out of the same 
mouth proceedeth blessing and cursing. 
My brethren, these things ought not to 
be. Doth a fountain send forth at the 
same place sweet water and bitter? Can 
a fig tree bear olive berries?” 


The picture fits the Holy Land where 
salt and bitter springs are found. 
Though near each other, they do not 
flow “at the same place.” Their points 
of origin are different. Grace can make 
the mouth that once poured out curs- 
ings, “send forth” blessing. The bitter 
waters of Marah (see Exodus 15:23- 
25) were purified when Moses caused 
a certain tree to be thrown into the 
stream. That tree typified the Cross of 
Christ introduced into the lifestream 
of humanity. 


James cut through externals to the 
source of all conflict and discord. Sa- 
tan was exposed as the cause of the 
world’s tortured state. “Resist the devil, 
and he will flee from you.” 


War, strife and confusion had been 
discussed. “Come they not hence, even 
of your lusts?” asked James. Pride, 
selfishness, greed and inordinate de- 


mands of the flesh produce their equiv- 
alents on the world stage. 


The members of the body, under the 
domination of Satan, are the first seat 
of war. Thence it passes to conflict be- 
tween man and man, nation and nation. 
The source of the world’s trouble is 
Satan’s access to the human heart. 
James gives the remedy: “Cleanse your 
hands, ye sinners; and purify your 
hearts, ye double minded.” 


(2) THE KEY VERSE OF THE LES- 
SON IS LUKE 22:31. 


“And the Lord said, Simon, Simon, 
behold, Satan hath desired to have you, 
that he may sift you as wheat.” 


Satan tripped Peter. It was a sin of 
the tongue. The warning in the above 
verse came some time after the Last 
Supper. Gethsemane and our Lord’s 
arrest preceded the denial. 


Peter’s tragic words, “I know him 
not,” confirm James’ appraisal of the 
tongue, “Even so the tongue ... Be- 
hold, how great a matter a little fire 
kindleth!” The point of emphasis, 
throughout the lesson, is the necessity 
of Christians keeping the members of 


their bodies, and all habits, under 
strict control. 
Dr. Norval Geldenhuys says: “By ad- 


dressing Peter as ‘Simon, Simon’ (with 
the repetition) the Saviour calls upon 
him to realize the seriousness of the 
matter He is going to discuss. And by 
calling him ‘Simon’ instead of ‘Peter,’ 
Jesus reminds him of his human weak- 
ness. He is, as regards his own powers, 
not ‘Peter,’ ‘the Rock,’ but a mere help- 
less being. Satan had, Jesus declares, 
asked for and obtained the right of 
subjecting all the disciples to a severe 
test (hoping their loyalty towards 
Christ might be proved unreal and 
evanescent). Just as in Job’s case, God 
allowed Satan this liberty, but always 
within bounds, the evil one has no 
free and unlimited right to act against 
the faithful, but must submit to the 





overruling and permissive authority of 


the Lord.” 


(3) THE KEY FACT: THE CHRIS- 
TIAN LIFE IS A WARFARE. 


James looked out upon a world full 
of hate, due to an evil power at work 
in the background and wanted to see 
Christians insulated against it. “Re- 
sist,” says he. Stand bravely against 
the powers of evil. It is a military term! 
“Resist the devil, and he will flee from 
you.” 

“Submit yourselves therefore to 
God.” Submit, as a good soldier puts 
himself in subjection to the captain. 
Satan will flee, completely worsted. 
“For we wrestle not against flesh and 
blood, but against principalities 
against powers, against the rulers of 
the darkness of this world, against spir- 
itual wickedness in high places.” 

“Under Satan’s banner, pride and 
envy are enlisted in the world. Faith, 
humble prayers, and heavenly wisdom 
are weapons of resistance. The lan- 
guage is taken from warfare.” —Jam- 
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
